Is the bias significant is the 
question! Since these people are anti-vaxxers, they are simply less likely to vaccinate and so the 
number of vaccine injuries will be LOWER than an unbiased group who vaccinates. So yes, there 
may be bias, but if anything the bias suggests that the actual ratio is higher than 3.5. I’m happy 
to have that discussion.

The Excel analysis of the first 9,620 responses which shows the responses are consistent with a 
Poisson distribution and also that hundreds of random 10% draws from the data do not change 
the outcome that the vaccines have killed at least 2.5X more people than COVID. 


The survey had 10,000 responses. 


Analysis of the first 9,620 found 804 deaths from COVID and 2,830 deaths from the COVID vac- 
cine. Those results were generated from a minimum of 108,000 people covered by the survey 
(some extended families were over 25 people and the survey didn’t track this so the number of 
total family members covered by the survey is a lower bound). We also didn’t ask about the age 
of each family member as this would have made the survey unmanageable. We were primarily 
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interested in simply the ratio of COVID deaths to vaccine deaths in the extended family (exclud- 
ing the immediate household). The reason for excluding the immediate household is to reduce 
the bias effect since most of the respondents didn’t vaccinate themselves or their household. 
This is reflected in the lower ratio for the household statistics (and even then, the vaccines killed 
more people than COVID which is astonishing). 


The Analysis 
No fancy math is needed to calculate the ratio: 2830/804=3.5X. 


It is simple and straightforward. No sleight of hand. No trickery. No Cox Proportional Hazard 
manipulation. It’s all verifiable raw data. 


We did other tests to see if the data looked like it was generated from a Poisson distribution 
(which is what deaths look like statistically) and we took random 10% draws to ensure that the 
data was consistent throughout all 10,000 responses. We found that was the case.

I'm happy to have independent fact checkers validate each of the entries with the submitter 
directly (subject to their consent of course). 


The deal though is that if you want to validate the data, you have to agree to publish your find- 
ings. 


Independent Validation / Sanity Checks 


At first, you may think “3.5X... that’s way too high. Surely these anti-vaxxers are misclassifying 
normal deaths as “vaccine deaths.’ 


There are 10,000 different people making these assessments. We can randomly draw 20 names 
and check on the details of each death to assess whether this is the case. 


But there is a much easier method to validate that the 3.5X number is sane: a single anecdote 
that is 100% verifiable. 


| reported earlier on a high tech sales executive Jay Bonnar who told me 15 of his friends “died 
suddenly” after getting the vax. His life experience otherwise is devoid of deaths. The stories are 
all in the public domain and are verifiable. They were all his friends; they all died suddenly after 
the vaccine. Jay also had 1 friend who died in the hospital from COVID after receiving Remde- 
sivir (which is probably what really killed his friend, but let’s just give the COVID virus a death). 


So if Jay saw one COVID death, with a 3.5 multiple, Jay should have seen 3.5 vaccine deaths. 


But he saw 15. The probability of that happening is 4.26e-6 which means that only 1 person in 
234,515 would have observed a story like Jay’s. 
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This would mean that I'd have to have chatted with nearly 250K people to find Jay. | can assure 
you, that was not the case. Jay is one of my Substack readers (a typical article has around 100K 
readers) and Jay responded to a survey about something | was asking at the time. Only around 
10K people respond to surveys. | called only 10 people to validate the survey results from the 
10K respondents. When Jay and | were talking, he let me know about the 15 friends and that 
got my attention and resulted in an article about Jay’s friends. 


Jay’s story is a powerful anecdote that simply would not have been found if the ratio of vaccine 
deaths to COVID deaths wasn't at least 3.5x. 


So that is a powerful validation that my survey, if it is wrong, is underestimating the factor, rath- 
er than over estimating it. There are 3 other powerful validators in addition to Jay's anecdote: 


Wayne Root has numbers that are even more skewed: 30 to 1. The probabilities here are so 
astronomical that if the ratio isn’t at least 3.5X, a Wayne Root example couldn't exist even if | 
interviewed every person on earth. 


The Rasmussen survey found the COVID vaccine killed as many people as COVID. This was done 
by an independent firm with an impeccable reputation. But this was done on the American 
public and 75% of the public believes the narrative, took the jab, and wouldn't be able to spot 
a vaccine death (they would be gaslit by their doctors into believing it was just a coincidence, 
even if the death happened on the same day as the vaccine). So the deaths should be multi- 
plied by around 4X so we are in the same 3.5:1 ballpark after the “blue pill” correction. 


I’ve done surveys on both Gab and Twitter, four months apart. These are on different platforms, 
done at different times, | have different followers on each platform, but the results of the sur- 
veys were nearly identical, finding a 3X to 4X higher death count for the vaccine deaths vs. 
COVID deaths.

It occurs to me that a lot of people out there are still unaware of the rapidly advancing state of 
biotechnology, particularly in the areas of synthetic biology and bionanotechnology. | figured 
that it would be a good idea to do a podcast where | quoted some statements that leading 
scientists, officials, and pundits have made on the topic, and then commented on what these 
statements mean when taken together. 


Here’s a quote from lan F. Akyildiz’s 2020 paper published in IEEE, 6G and Beyond: The Future of 
Wireless Communications Systems: 


“Highly relevant to loNT, with its unique characteristics and applications, is the concept of the 
Internet of BioNanoThings (loBNT). First introduced in 2015, the loBNT has garnered significant 
traction in its efforts to synergistically combine telecommunications with healthcare solutions. 
The IoBNT is a network of molecules which can communicate with each other. The types of 
molecular communications include artificial cells which act as gateways to translate between 
different molecule types, or a bio-cyber interface which can convert molecular signals to elec- 
trical ones and transmit to external devices for further processing. 


In applications relating to human healthcare, the loBNT harbors many unique challenges and 
opportunities. First, the interdisciplinary research on both communications and data analytics 
can greatly facilitate the modeling of biological processes, including cancer cell formations and 
Alzheimer's disease, and further design effective control measures for such diseases. Second, 
even though expressions of genetic codes at the cell and organ level can vary remarkably, in a 
manner analogous to various types of data applications in wireless networks, communication 
models can be developed and exploited to conceive a generally applicable health information 
framework. Third, the holistic network architecture envisioned in the loBNT will integrate com- 
ponents at heterogeneous levels including within cells and among tissues, organs, as well as 
systems, before eventually connecting to the outside Internet for physicians to perform metric 
evaluations and propose treatment plans accordingly.’ 
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What lan Akyildiz has been working on is a means to turn digital signals into biochemical sig- 
nals, such as cellular chemotaxis, biomolecular gradients, hormone releases, neurotransmitter 
releases, and so on, and to turn those signals back into digital information by monitoring the 
result in vivo. This necessarily requires a network of nanosensors to be implanted in the body. 


Here’s another quote from lan F. Akyildiz, from the 2015 paper in IEEE entitled The internet of 
Bio-Nano things, which is referenced by the previous article and further elaborates on the con- 
cept: 


“A novel research direction in the engineering of nanoscale devices and systems is being pur- 
sued in the field of biology, by combining nanotechnology with tools from synthetic biology 
to control, reuse, modify, and re-engineer biological cells. By stemming from an analogy be- 
tween a biological cell and a typical loT embedded computing device, a cell can be effective- 
ly utilized as a substrate to realize a so-called BioNanoThing, through the control, reuse, and 
re-engineering of biological cells’ functionalities, such as sensing, actuation, processing, and 
communication. Since cells are based on biological molecules and biochemical reactions, rath- 
er than electronics, the concept of Internet of Bio-NanoThing (loBNT), introduced in this article, 
is expected to be paradigm shifting for many related disciplines, such as communication and 
network engineering, which is the focus of this article. 


The execution of DNA-based instructions, the biochemical processing of data, the transforma- 
tion of chemical energy, and the exchange of information through the transmission and re- 
ception of molecules, termed molecular communication (MC), are at the basis of a plethora 
of applications that will be enabled by the loBNT, such as: Intra-body sensing and actuation, 
where Bio-NanoThings inside the human body would collaboratively collect health-related 
information, transmit it to an external healthcare provider through the Internet, and execute 
commands from the same provider such as synthesis and release of drugs. Intra-body connec- 
tivity control, where BioNanoThings would repair or prevent failures in the communications 
between our internal organs, such as those based on the endocrine and the nervous systems, 
which are at the basis of many diseases. Environmental control and cleaning, where Bio-Nan- 
oThings deployed in the environment, such as a natural ecosystem, would check for toxic and 
pollutant agents, and collaboratively transform these agents through bioremediation, e.g. bac- 
teria employed to clean oil spills.” 


Here's a quote from a 2021 paper published in Cell’s Matter journal, entitled Nanotransducers 
for wireless neuromodulation: 


“Nanomaterial transducers (nanotransducers) have emerged as a unique neuromodulation in- 
terface with the brain in the past 5-10 years, in order to overcome limitations of current neuro- 
modulation techniques. The major advantages of nanotransducers is their small size and prom- 
ise to greatly reduce immune response compared with large electrodes. Nanotransducers have 
the capability to wirelessly transduce external electric fields, light, magnetic fields, or ultra- 
sound waves into a local signal (light, thermal, mechanical, electrical, or chemical) in the region 
of interest. For example, light can be converted into chemical signal, heat, mechanical force, 
and electric current or voltage by optical nanotransducers, such as semiconducting polymer 
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nanoparticles. Similarly, magnetic nanotransducers can locally convert a magnetic field into 
electric current or voltage, heat, or mechanical force. The local stimulation leads to changes in 
the neuron activity through various mechanisms, including stimuli-responsive ion channels, G 
protein-coupled receptors (GPCRs), or transient membrane capacitance changes. The capabil- 
ity of nanotransducer-enabled neuromodulation is largely dependent on the nanotransducer 
properties and the interaction of nanotransducers with the brain.’ 


Here’s the abstract from a paper published in IEEE this year, by Sakhrat Khizroev and his col- 
leagues, entitled Wireless Magnetoelectric Neural Interfaces: 


“In the study of human physiology, the brain remains the last frontier. Wired electrode inter- 
faces first developed in the 1960s endure to today as treatments for Parkinson’s, depression, 
paralysis and other neurological diseases and injuries. Unfortunately, the risks involved with 
implanting and replacing the electrodes in the brain confine it to niche, last resort cases for pa- 
tients without functional drug-based treatments. In the effort to replace wired interfaces, mag- 
netic fields have emerged alongside ultrasound and optogenetics as one of the leading paths 
forward. However, modern magnetic methods such as magnetomechanical and Transcranial 
Magnetic stimulation have trade-offs with temporal and spatial resolution. Magnetoelectric 
nanoparticles (MENPs) can offer the best of both worlds, obtaining both spatial localization 
and temporal rapidness with particles small enough to pass the blood-brain barrier. MENPs 
efficiently convert non-tissue interacting magnetic fields into short range, stimulating electric 
fields. In this work, we demonstrate that MENPs can wirelessly modulate neuron firing in vitro 
and govern motor behavior in vivo in a controllable and reversible manner.’ 


What they are describing in these two articles is a means to manipulate the bioelectric activ- 
ity of cells—not just neurons, but any cell transfected with or co-located with nanotransduc- 
ers—by manipulating their ion channels and thus membrane potential. Now, with that in mind, 
here’s a quote from Michael Levin's 2019 paper published in Elsevier’s Current Opinion in Ge- 
netics & Development journal, entitled Bioelectrical controls of morphogenesis: from ancient 
mechanisms of cell coordination to biomedical opportunities: 


“In humans, several diseases and syndromes with characteristic phenotypic morphologies have 
now been mapped to proteins that modulate bioelectric state. The same study that implicat- 
ed mutations in KCNH1 with epilepsy also showed affected individuals have finger shortening 
and characteristic facial features. Similarly, mutations in KCNJ6 potassium channel subunit are 
causative for another syndrome, Keppen-Lewbinsky, with a separate set of facial characteris- 
tics. These recent human studies highlight that patterning of the face, hands, and brain is ex- 
quisitely sensitive to bioelectrical controls during development. Recent work in the frog em- 
bryo model revealed why Kir2.1 mutations result in the distinctive craniofacial malformations 
that characterize ATS. In addition to bioelectricity influencing differentiation of osteoblasts, a 
prepattern of bioelectric regionalizations in the nascent face ectoderm is required for the nor- 
mal demarcation of gene expression domains and subsequent morphogenesis. ATS is just one 
of many channelopathies with structural defects. Together these findings reveal that bioelec- 
tric states in the human embryo are an important part of normal development. Therefore, the 
data suggest that caution should be used when considering the use of drugs that target ion 
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channels, or downstream neurotransmitter signaling, during pregnancy.’ 


As Levin's ground-breaking work demonstrates, the bioelectric condition of cells doesn’t just 
affect their behavior individually, but collectively, in a way that guides the development and 
the morphology of the organism from the moment of conception. Controlling the membrane 
potential of cells with nanotransducers is not just a mind control technology. It’s a hypothetical 
means of controlling the behavior and development of cells from cradle to grave, period. Imag- 
ine what can be done to a developing embryo by this same exact technology. 


Here’s a quotation from Klaus Schwab, taken from his 2016 book, The Fourth Industrial Revolution: 
“There is not one area of our personal and professional lives that cannot benefit from a better 
understanding of how our brain functions—at both the individual and collective levels. This 
is underscored by the fact that—over the past few years—two of the most funded research 
programs in the world are in brain sciences: The Human Brain Project (a €1 billion project over 
10 years funded by the European Commission) and President Obama’s Brain Research Through 
Advancing Innovative Technologies (BRAIN) Initiative. Although these programs are primarily 
focused on scientific and medical research, we are also witnessing the rapid growth (and in- 
fluence) of neurotechnologies in non-medical aspects of our lives. Neurotechnology consists 
of monitoring brain activity and looking at how the brain changes and/or interfaces with the 
world.’ 


Here's another quotation from Klaus Schwab, taken from his 2018 book, Shaping the Future of 
the Fourth Industrial Revolution: 


“Neurotechnologies matter for three reasons. First, the ability to “read and write to” the brain 
heralds new industries and systems for value creation, which will have deep social, political, and 
economic impacts. As with biotechnologies, the ability to correct deficiencies or add enhance- 
ments will be a huge boon for those wealthy enough to buy or sell neurotechnologies and 
associated services. At the same time, the ability to access a person’s innermost thoughts and 
influence his or her thinking is a huge concern in a world driven by algorithms and ubiquitous 
data collection. Could the next trending business model involve someone trading access to his 
or her thoughts for the time-saving option of typing a social media post by thought alone?” 


Here’s a quote from Yuval Noah Harari, taken from his 2015 book Homo Deus: 


“So far we have looked at two of the three practical threats to liberalism: firstly, that humans 
will lose their value completely; secondly, that humans will still be valuable collectively, but will 
lose their individual authority, and instead be managed by external algorithms. The system will 
still need you to compose symphonies, teach history or write computer code, but it will know 
you better than you know yourself, and will therefore make most of the important decisions 
for you — and you will be perfectly happy with that. It won't necessarily be a bad world; it will, 
however, be a post-liberal world. 


The third threat to liberalism is that some people will remain both indispensable and unde- 
cipherable, but they will constitute a small and privileged elite of upgraded humans. These 
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super-humans will enjoy unheard-of abilities and unprecedented creativity, which will allow 
them to go on making many of the most important decisions in the world. They will perform 
crucial services for the system, while the system could neither understand nor manage them. 
However, most humans will not be upgraded and will consequently become an inferior caste 
dominated by both computer algorithms and the new super-humans.” 


Here’s a quote from Miles Harmsworth on TaylorWessing’s website, in an article dated to earlier 
this year entitled How human are you? The Internet of Bodies is here, but are we ready?: 


“In August 2022, the UK Law Society published a report on the potential impact of BCls, iden- 
tifying questions we need to consider before we begin to think about realizing the potential 
benefits: 


Criminal liability: What if a person commits a criminal act ‘under the influence’ of an implanted 
microchip? Who will be responsible? Was the person in control? 


Employment: Will BCls be available only to those that can afford it, leading to a world character- 
ized by neurotechnological discrimination where employees with implants will be paid more 
resulting from their ability to ‘download’ more desirable skills; or will we have no choice in the 
matter and wearing a BCI will be a condition of employment? 


Data protection: How can the user control what data leaves their BCI? If consent is relied upon, 
will it be valid? What can that data be used for? How do we ensure that data is kept secure — to 
date ‘hacking’ has only been thought of in a traditional computer context —- but what about the 
brain? 


Some of these questions will depend upon how we realize the technology in the context of mil- 
itary, health and consumer applications. While Neuralink and Synchron are focusing on health, 
companies like Facebook have been considering how to use brain data for marketing ads for 
some years. This being the case, it’s clear that regulation will be needed to ensure the safe de- 
ployment of the technology. The question then becomes when and how do we start?” 


In the UK Ministry of Defense’s 2021 publication in partnership with the Bundeswehr, Human 
Augmentation - The Dawn of a New Paradigm, you can find the following quotation: 


“The need to use human augmentation may ultimately be dictated by national interest. Coun- 
tries may need to develop and use human augmentation or risk surrendering influence, pros- 
perity and security to those who will. National regulations dictating the pace and scope of 
scientific research reflect societal views, particularly in democracies that are more sensitive to 
public opinion. The future of human augmentation should not, however, be decided by ethi- 
cists or public opinion, although both will be important voices; rather, governments will need 
to develop a clear policy position that maximizes the use of human augmentation in support 
of prosperity, safety, and security, without undermining our values.” 


Right there, they’re saying that ethicists and public opinion should not decide the future of hu- 
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man augmentation, which implies that they want to do things with this technology that they 
know will be unpopular and unethical. This sort of thinking sets a very disturbing precedent. 


Here’s a quotation from Policy Horizons, Canada’s 2020 page on Exploring Biodigital Conver- 
gence: 


“Digital technology can be embedded in organisms, and biological components can exist as 
parts of digital technologies. The physical meshing, manipulating, and merging of the biolog- 
ical and digital are creating new hybrid forms of life and technology, each functioning in the 
tangible world, often with heightened capabilities.” 


This is a nascent area of study, however, machine learning may rapidly accelerate developments 
in the areas of cell and tissue engineering, de novo gene and protein design and synthesis, in- 
tegration of biocompatible circuitry and artificial nanostructures with living cells, and so on. 
The implication here is that living beings and their genetic code can be reduced to data, and 
therefore, these things are subject to analysis and Al inference like any other form of data, and 
the transformed data can be converted back into living organisms, and so on. This is what they 
mean by biodigital convergence. In fact, this sentiment is echoed in Klaus Schwab’s own writ- 
ings, where he makes reference to the fusion of the physical, digital, and biological on multiple 
occasions, particularly in reference to the so-called Fourth Industrial Revolution. The applica- 
tions of synthetic biology range from the semi-innocuous, like enzymatic biomanufacturing 
of advanced materials, or the bioremediation of pollutants, or the manufacturing of safe and 
effective biologic drugs, or the development of advanced biocomputers, to the nefarious, like 
engineering gene-targeted ethnic bioweapons, controlling people’s cells without their con- 
sent, and so on. 


Here’s a rather chilling quote taken from Armin Krishnan’s 2016 book, Military Neuroscience 
and the Coming Age of Neurowarfare: 


“There are strong indicators that controlling large and impoverished populations will become a 
key challenge in the twenty-first century, as there is a combination of factors that will over time 
exacerbate already existing problems of overpopulation, resource scarcity, unemployment and 
failing systems of governance around the world. These problems will be made worse by covert 
aggression and deliberate destabilization by a variety of state and non-state actors. The im- 
pacts will not be limited to the developing world, although they will be felt most severely there. 
Western governments seem to be already preparing for mass civil unrest, if not the threat of 
civil war. For this reason, any technologies and methods that can reduce or otherwise combat 
political extremism and generally calm populations will be extremely important for the future. 
There can be little doubt that neuro S/T will play an important role in the homeland security 
domain, which could make the use of direct force unnecessary.’ 


If you take their words at face value, then it is very clear that the Overclass intend to divide 
humanity into biologically and physically separate castes, like Huxley’s Brave New World, and 
bring about a post-political, post-liberal, post-industrial society where insect-eating plebeians 
are governed by Artificial Intelligence algorithms that have a direct window inside their bodies

and can read and modify their internal states. The way they get policymakers and the military 
onboard is by insisting that the adoption of these technologies is a national security issue; that 
nations that don’t adopt human augmentation technology will be left behind and dominat- 
ed politically, economically, socially, and militarily by those that do. Therefore, they argue that 
we should ignore valid complaints raised by pesky bioethicists and plow straight ahead into 
making test tube babies with wires in their heads. If nothing else, the augmented humans will 
be more compliant with the overall agenda and less given to unrest, unlike the unreliable, un- 
predictable, fractious, wild-type human who insists on silly things like rights and sovereignty. 
In their view, this will counteract issues of failing governance by making a more governable 
model of human being. 


When taken to their logical conclusion, these statements, and the overall direction of the sci- 
ence—particularly in the areas of bionanotechnology, synthetic biology, brain-computer inter- 
faces, and other areas of biomedical advancement that can be used in human augmentation— 
imply that re-engineering human beings for biopolitical purposes is not off the table. This is a 
slippery slope. It’s a quest for unattainable perfection. Once you have a generation of humans 
that is modified to be more docile and obedient towards authority figures—less aggressive, 
less self-interested, and so on—this will have second and third-order effects on the course of 
future, continuing augmentation. 


Human augmentation is not a one-and-done thing. It is an ongoing process. The augmented 
humans of 2040 would seem laughably primitive next to the augmented humans of 2100, who 
will, in turn, seem like troglodytes to the augmented humans of 2500, if they could even be 
called human anymore, at that point. Where does it end? When man is reduced to a limbless 
and sessile flesh-sack, supreme in his cognitive powers and incapable of causing physical harm 
to anyone? Or does it end when we abandon our fallible meat-bodies, become substrate-in- 
dependent minds, and reside in metaverse-like paradise simulations full-time, through virtual 
embodiment? Where does it end? What is the final outcome? If things continue on the present 
course, then what will humanity even look like in a mere thirty years?

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No Farmers, No Food 
Analysis by Dr. Joseph Mercola « Fact Checked

Are green policies around the world, targeting everything from too much nitrogen to protec- 
tion of endangered species, all part of a plan to get small farmers off the land, paving the way 
for totalitarian control of the food supply — and insects as part of your daily diet? 


These and other tough questions are posed by Roman Balmakov, Epoch Times reporter and 
host of Facts Matter, in“No Farmers, No Food: Will You Eat the Bugs?” Balmakov says: 


“The people in charge of some of the most powerful organizations on the planet have deter- 
mined that agriculture, specifically animal agriculture is to blame for global warming, and glob- 
al warming is to blame for the high prices of food as well as food shortages. 


And so by switching our diets from beef, chicken and pork, to crickets and mealworms, we'll 
be able to stop temperatures from rising, lower the price of food and possibly to even save the 
planet.’ 


But in interviews with farmers around the world, including in Holland and Sri Lanka, a very dif- 
ferent story is told, one that began with a decades-old environmental policy. 


Agenda 2030 Threatens Farmers 


In 1972, a United Nations meeting about climate change was held to come up with a plan to 
manage the planet in a sustainable manner. This led to the creation of Agenda 21 (Agenda for 
the 21st Century) — the inventory and control plan for all land, water, minerals, plants, animals, 
construction, means of production, food, energy, information, education and all human beings 
in the world. 


Agenda 21 is now more commonly referred to as Agenda 2030, the year the plan's goals are 
slated to be met. In 2019, the World Economic Forum (WEF) entered into a strategic alliance 
with the United Nations, which called for the U.N. to “use public-private partnerships as the 
model for nearly all policies that it implements, most specifically the implementation of the 17 
sustainable development goals.” 


Agenda 2030 is composed of these 17 sustainable development goals with 169 specific targets, 
including ending poverty and achieving gender equality, to be imposed across the globe, in 
every country, by 2030. 


“Very comprehensive document if you read it,’ says international journalist Alex Newman.“We’re 
talking hundreds of pages governing really every facet of life, everything from education to 
land use policy to economics to law. Every area of life was found there.” But hidden underneath 
these green-sounding initiatives, Newman says, may be a more sinister motive: 
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“There is absolutely no way for the sustainable development goals to be implemented, to be 
tracked, to be monitored, without the total obliteration of individual freedom. Some of the 
goals sound nice — ending hunger, who could possibly be against ending hunger? The prob- 
lem is, when you set a nebulous goal like that, it requires total power from the state to be able 
to accomplish that. 


And of course, they will never accomplish that, right? There is no way to literally eradicate all 
poverty from the face of the Earth, but it gives government and global institutions, like the U.N., 
an easy excuse to basically do whatever they want under the guise of meeting these goals.” 


Is the Nitrogen Crisis Real? 


Dutch farmers are in crisis as their government has stepped up plans to move them off the land. 
You can hear about this in-depth via Dutch investigative journalist Elze van Hamelen’s report 
and podcast for The Solari Report — Dutch Farmers and Fishermen: The People Who Feed Us. 


“In 2021, the European Union's Natura 2000 network released a map of areas in the Netherlands 
that are now protected against nitrogen emissions. Any Dutch farmer who operates their farm 
within 5 kilometers of a Natura 2000 protected area would now need to severely curtail their 
nitrogen output, which in turn would limit their production,’ Balmakov explains. 


Dutch dairy farmer Nynke Koopmans with the Forum for Democracy believes the nitrogen 
problem is made up. “It’s one big lie,’ she says. “The nitrogen has nothing to do with environ- 
mental. It’s just getting rid of farmers.” Another farmer said if new nitrogen rules go into effect, 
he’d have to reduce his herd of 58 milking cows down to six. 


Nitrogen scientist Jaap C. Hanekamp was working for a government committee to study nitro- 
gen, tasked with analyzing the government's nitrogen model. He told Balmakov: 


“The whole policy is based on the deposition model about how to deal with nitrogen emissions 
on nature areas. And | looked at the validation studies and show that the model is actually crap. 
It doesn’t work. And doesn’t matter. They still continue using it, which is, in a sense, unsettling. 
| mean, really, can we do such a thing in terms of policy? Use a model which doesn’t work? It’s 
never about innovation, it’s always about getting rid of farmers.’ 


The Ultimate Agenda: 
No Land Ownership for the People 
No Home Ownership for the People 


As farmers shut down, the government can swoop in and take the land, which may be what 


the agenda is really about. According to Eva Vlaardingerbroek, former member of Forum for 
Democracy and a political commentator: 
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“I've always said that the nitrogen crisis is, first of all, a made-up crisis. It’s manufactured, and 
the only solution that has ever been proposed is forced expropriation. So, it is the government 
that will take hold of their land ... We have a housing crisis in the Netherlands, as you know, this 
is a very tiny country. We have a lot of people, and we have a growing population because of 
immigration. And we need places to house those immigrants. 


And | think that that’s partly why the government wants that land. They need houses, and they 
need to build houses, which is funny, because apparently building houses is also what emits 
nitrogen. But that’s not the people they’re coming after. They’re coming, specifically, after the 
farmers because they want the land. So that is the ultimate goal?’ 


But it’s not only farmers in the Netherlands who are being affected. In 2020, California became 
the first U.S. state to commit to a 30 by 30 goal, pledging to put 30% of its land and water under 
government control by 2030. But as Margaret Byfield, executive director of American Stewards 
of Liberty, says, this paves the way for private land ownership to disappear: 


“The concept in America is self-rule. We the People will rule our government and our Founding 
Fathers understood that the small landholder is the most important part of the state. The idea 
was that the land would be distributed among the people so they could always control their 
government. California has developed a 30 by 30 plan. They’re pushing 30 by 30 in the state ... 


The ultimate agenda is that there is no ownership of land so that we don’t own anything. We 
either own property, or we are property. That's really what we're fighting from the global gover- 
nance perspective. They have to eliminate our ability to control our government, which means 
they have to take our land.” 


Other seemingly sustainable government regulations may also be wrapped up in this plan. 
Rep. Doug LaMalfa, farmer and California representative, explains: 


“A lot of this came about in the early ‘70s Clean Water Act, Clean Air Act, which were good 
things, you know, the Endangered Species Act, but it’s been abused from what the original in- 
tent was. Congress did not intend for it to be abused the way it is and manipulated. The way it 
is these days, when they wrote those bills, they would have never passed them?’ 


The Globalists Have It All Planned Out 


Much of the new world order's plans are based on crisis management, and the idea that a great 
crisis will occur that will lead to the great transition, where globalists will swoop in to save the 
day, transforming society into the promised paradise. “At some point down the line, the narra- 
tive changed to be around climate,’ Balmakov says. 


Prior to this, it was the Cold War, but this changed after a 1991 Club of Rome meeting. Both the 
Rockefeller’s and early WEF affiliations can be tied back to the Club of Rome, a think tank that 
aligned with neo-Malthusianism — the idea that an overly large population would decimate 
resources — and was intending to implement a global depopulation agenda. 
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“They came up with this incredible document where they actually said, We need a new justi- 
fication for this all-powerful state,” Newman says. “So, the new excuse is going to be because 
the environment is going to be harmed and because climate is going to hurt us.’ Balmakov 
continues: 


“| could not believe what | just heard, that world leaders really laid out this globalist plan in 
plain English in a physical book, way back in 1991. 


| went on Amazon. And there it was. ‘The First Global Revolution; which states, and | quote, ‘In 
searching for a common enemy to unite us, we came up with the idea that pollution, the threat 
of global warming, water shortages, famine, and the like, would fit the bill. And therefore, the 
real enemy is humanity itself” 


Reading between the lines, the key players in this globalist agenda become clear. Newman 
says: 


“The World Economic Forum was actually a critical part of implementing this U.N. agenda. Some 
years ago, they became a strategic partner of the U.N. in the implementation of agenda 2030. 
And then you start looking at the connections between the World Economic Forum and China. 
Klaus Schwab and Xi Jinping, they're like old buddies. 


They put out press releases about how much they love each other. So, you’ve got the super 
capitalists, represented by the World Economic Forum, and then on the government side, you 
have communists, after Agenda 2030 was adopted, become the Party of China, put out through 
all their propaganda organs. 


... you had Javier Solana, the head of NATO, saying this was going to be the next great leap for- 
ward, right? The last great leap forward in China killed millions of people. Why would we want 
another one of those? That's crazy. 


So, you have communists and super capitalists all coming together and working on this one, 
sustainable development agenda. And that should make us all pause and say, ‘Wait a minute, 
that doesn’t make sense on the surface. What’s going on here?” 


Bring On the Bugs 


Globalists suggest eating bugs will protect the planet by eliminating the need for livestock, 
cutting down on agricultural land use and protecting the environment.14 The U.N’s Food and 
Agriculture Organization also encourages the consumption of insects and insect-based foods. 


In June 2021, WEF also published an article, categorized under “food security,’ in which they 


promote the use of insects, writing we “need to give insects the role they deserve in our food 
systems.’ They justify this proposal by saying it will address an impending food crisis. 
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In 2021, the European Commission authorized mealworms as food, releasing a news release 
touting “the growing role that insects will play as part of a healthier, more sustainable diet, as 
well as the benefits for the environment for years to come.’ Victor Davis Hanson, a military his- 
torian and almond farmer, notes: 


“There's this top-down globalist idea that certain Western countries have diets that they do not 
approve of. In other words, they're more meat-based. And they feel that humans don’t need 
meat-based protein. And they want to either force people to follow their paradigms, or they 
want to buy or accumulate farmland. And that’s how they’re going to farm it. It’s sort of like the 
Soviet Union or Mao’s Cultural Revolution. It’s top down. And it results in disasters.” 


Without Farmers, There’s No Food 


If government and corporate entities are able to take control of the land, they can control the 
food supply and, with it, the people. 


“Everywhere you look small and medium sized farms are being gobbled up by these corpo- 
rate mega farms, because they can’t keep up anymore. They can’t comply with these endless 
streams of regulations that are coming down,’ Newman says. 


“We're seeing that in China now where these giant mechanized corporate, big government-con- 
trolled mega farms are displacing all these little small family farms that families have been farm- 
ing for hundreds of years — in some cases longer.’ Without land, people lose their autonomy, 
freedom and independence, Hanson says: 


“When the American nation was founded, 95% of the people were homestead citizens. They 
had their own land, and they were completely independent, autonomous. They raised their 
own food. They were outspoken, they were economically viable. Farming serves two purposes. 
It doesn't just produce food, but it produces citizens.” 


Ultimately, the war against farmers is a war on the whole of humanity, one that threatens 
what it means to be free. “We are headed into, | think, a time of very significant food shortag- 
es. Can we expect to see massive increases in food prices next year? Oh, no question about 
it,/ Newman says, adding: 


“| think the end goal of the war on farmers that we’re seeing, which is guided at every step 
by the sustainable development goals and Agenda 2030, is going to be a total consoli- 
dation of agriculture, a total consolidation of the food supply. And as every communist 
tyrant of the last 100 years understood, if you control the food, you control the people. 
That’s ultimately the end goal.” 
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Pfizer Vaccine Distributed to Public 
Was Inferior to Shots Used in Clinical Trials 


Hebrew University scholar Josh Guetzkow, Ph.D., told John Campbell, Ph.D., the Pfizer-BioN- 
Tech vaccine rolled out to the public has bacterial contaminants and lower mRNA integrity 
compared to the version Pfizer used in its clinical trials.

The COVID-19 vaccine Pfizer-BioNTech rolled out to the world was not the same version that the 
vaccine maker used for its clinical trials, but an inferior formulation with significant impurities, 
according to Josh Guetzkow, Ph.D., assistant professor at the Hebrew University of Jerusalem. 


These impurities stem from a different manufacturing process and may be responsible for many 
of the injuries and deaths reported after the administration of the COVID-19 vaccine. 


Guetzkow discussed these claims in a video podcast last week hosted by John Campbell, Ph.D., 
a prominent internet lecturer, retired emergency room nurse, teacher and author of two nurs- 
ing textbooks. 


Guetzkow, who admitted to not being an expert on “all of the biology and the manufacturing 
methods,’ identified the two methods Pfizer-BioNTech used: Process 1 and Process 2. 


Process 1 — used to manufacture the vaccine for clinical trials — was made by using a PCR 
(polymerase chain reaction) process to duplicate DNA. The DNA was then used to generate the 
mRNA strands via in vitro transcription. 


“It's relatively clean to do it that way and they were also using a very, very high-quality system 
[of] magnetic beads to take out any impurities,’ Guetzkow said. 


Campbell reminded viewers the PCR test was used during the pandemic to sample RNA from 
the nose and duplicate it — first turning into DNA via reverse transcriptase — in order to deter- 
mine the presence of SARS-CoV-2. 


“Of course, there’s a debate about that and how much it should be duplicated and whether that 
can give rise to false positive results,’ he added. 


In Process 2, Guetzkow said, a DNA template is inserted into a plasmid inside E. coli bacteria 
cells. The bacteria multiply, replicating the plasmids, which in turn multiply their DNA payload. 
The DNA is then extracted, linearized (chemically snipped from its circular form) and used to 
synthesize the MRNA strands for the vaccines. 


Guetzkow said Process 2 is a more cost-effective, scalable way to make RNA. “Instead of having 
to put it ina PCR machine, you just have these big vats,’ he said. 
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The problem with this method, according to Guetzkow, is that because the plasmid DNA and 
the bacteria are still mixed after replication, they need to be cleaned and purified. 


“And that’s where they seem to have done a terrible job,’ he said. 


Guetzkow told Campbell he pieced together his findings from documents submitted by Pfizer 
to regulators like the U.S. Food and Drug Administration (FDA) and the European Medicines 
Agency (EMA), and from clinical trial data released by the FDA, Freedom of Information Act 
requests to regulators like the U.K’s Medicines and Healthcare products Regulatory Agency 
(MHRA), and from leaked and hacked EMA data and published studies. 


#Plasmidgate And Toxic By-Products 


Guetzkow noted the recent revelations of plasmid DNA being found in Pfizer’s vaccine vials, a 
finding replicated by “more and more researchers around the world,’ he said. 


He was referring to what many are now calling #plasmidgate. 


According to a press release from the World Council For Health, scientists have discovered bac- 
terial DNA in the mRNA vaccines, including SV40 — the cancer-promoting genetic sequence 
used in gene therapy to deliver therapeutic genes to target cells — plus other foreign pro- 
tein-producing DNA strands and contaminants. 


Dr. Ah Kahn Syed (pseudonym) wrote in his Substack that these discoveries prove that the 
pharmaceutical companies and government were lying when they said the COVID-19 vaccine 
would “have a short-lived (days) effect at most” and that “it isn’t gene therapy.’ 


Guetzkow said the vials also contained “some residual lipopolysaccharides [from] the mem- 
brane [of] the ... E. coli bacteria,’and that these “gram-negative bacteria” are “highly inflamma- 
tory.” 


“They're called endotoxins for a reason,’ he said, adding this “might be linked to some of the 
adverse events” that were rarely seen in the trials. 


As an example of the dangers of manufacturing such biologicals, Guetzkow reminded Camp- 
bell of the “Cutter Incident” where Jonas Salk turned over his polio vaccine in the 1950s to a 
company that did not fully understand how to make it, resulting in live polio virus being given 
to 2 million children. 


Of those 2 million children, 200,000 developed short-lived polio, several hundred developed a 
permanent condition and several children died. 


It was vaccine advocate Dr. Paul Offit — the “high priest of vaccinology in the U.S.)’ Guetzkow 
noted — who documented the incident. 
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Vaccine study protocol changed mid-trial, avoided elderly subjects. 


In what Guetzkow called a “bait and switch,’ Pfizer in October 2020 changed its study protocol 
to test the COVID-19 vaccines made by Process 2. Its stated intention was to compare its effica- 
cy and reactogenicity to that of Process 1. 


However, there is no evidence Pfizer did any pre-clinical studies on Process 2 doses, Guetzkow 
said. “It was never tested in animals.’ 


Guetzkow said the Process 2 vaccine was administered to only 252 people between the ages of 
16 and 55, according to documents provided to the FDA. 


Only four of the 252 subjects had their antibody responses analyzed, which took place a month 
after the second dose, according to Guetzkow. All were 22 years old or younger. 


“This was planned, this wasn’t accidental,” Guetzkow said. 


Pfizer told the FDA it would not be able to include data from Process 2 prior to the Emergency 
Use Authorization of the vaccine, but promised to deliver the data several months later. 


No safety or efficacy testing was performed on elderly subjects. 


“You would think that you would preferentially want to test the immunogenicity and the safety 
of the new process ... on the elderly population,’ Guetzkow said. “Well not only did they never 
do that — they never planned to do that.’ 


In September 2022, Pfizer updated its protocol, stating it would no longer compare Process 1 
and Process 2 vaccines for efficacy or adverse events. 


Guetzkow performed his own statistical analysis, comparing those who during clinical trials 
received Process 2 doses against everyone who received Process 1 vaccines. 


Controlling for variables such as age, sex and comorbidities, he told Campbell, “I found that the 
adverse event rate in that comparison was much higher for those people who got those Pro- 
cess 2 doses than for the other [Process 1] treatment subjects.’ 


In mid-December 2020, Pfizer started giving the Process 2 vaccine to people in the placebo 
group, thereby destroying the ability to compare long-term side effects between treatment 
and control groups. 

According to Pfizer’s clinical study report submitted to the FDA, Guetzkow said, those in the 
placebo group who received the vaccine had significantly higher numbers of adverse events 
than the original treatment subjects. “Quite a bit higher, in fact. And we don’t know why.” 


No Process 1 shots were ever given to the public, Guetzkow said. 
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Process 2 mRNA Integrity Slipped After Early Lots 


In January 2021, there was a data breach at the EMA that revealed some EMA scientists ex- 
pressed concerns over the integrity of the mRNA in some of the vaccine batches, Guetzkow 
said. 


Specifically, some earlier batches had around 70-80% integrity in their mRNA strands, while 
newer batches had only 50-60% integrity. 


Concerns about integrity between vaccine batches date back to November 10th, 2020, when 
Marco Cavaleri of the EMA in an email to colleagues shared discussions he was having with the 
FDA about problems with the quality of manufacturing, according to Trial Site News. 


On November 23rd, 2020, EMA scientific administrator Evdokia Korakianiti sent an email to her 
colleagues stating that “a significant difference in %RNA integrity/truncated species has been 
observed between the clinical batches.’ 


The quality variation observed between the lots was substantial — 78% integrity in the initial 
batches versus just 55% in the new batches. 


Cavaleri responded the same day, downplaying the variation, saying “The issue on the mRNA 
content is not perceived as major.’ 


A November 25th, 2020, EMA email stated, “FDA and Health Canada indicated that the safety 


an 


concerns associated with variable species of mRNA/proteins are more of a theoretical concern: 
Documentation showed Pfizer's attempt to improve integrity was not successful. 

Instead of requiring Pfizer-BioNTech to improve their manufacturing and quality control meth- 
ods, EMA regulators simply lowered the bar for acceptable mRNA integrity levels — without 


clear basis or evidence that the lower quality would be efficacious or safe, Guetzkow said. 


Despite the ongoing quality issues, both the EMA and FDA approved emergency use of the 
Process 2 Pfizer-BioNTech COVID-19 vaccine in December 2020. 


Variability across Process 1, 2 and later lots correlated with adverse event severity. 
Guetzkow noted that different vaccine lots demonstrated different adverse event profiles. This 
topic, he said, was reported on in a Danish study and was also featured on a July 2023 Campbell 


podcast. 


“It's quite possible that this Process 2 manufacturing method only ... lends itself to increasing 
the variability across lots,’ he speculated. 


Guetzkow mentioned a new study in the mainstream journal Science Advances reporting 
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13.1% of premenstrual women, 3.3% of postmenopausal women and 14.1% of perimenopaus- 
al women experiencing unusual vaginal bleeding after vaccination, half within 4 weeks. 


He contrasted the premenstrual bleeding percentage in this study — 13.1% — with the report- 
ed premenstrual bleeding in the clinical trials — 0.7% — according to his calculations. 


“How do you get from 0.7% to 13.1%?” Guetzkow asked. 

There are two ways, he said: “1. You're giving them a different product that makes them much 
more likely to experience menstrual bleeding; or 2. You have failed miserably to track adverse 
events in your trial ... because ... you're doing a terrible job.’ 

Guetzkow speculated about the biological mechanisms that could be involved with these 
symptoms, but said, “The fact of the matter is that the percentage in the population that got 


the Process 2 jabs are reporting [adverse events] at a much higher rate.” 


He said cases of lymphadenopathy and anaphylaxis were also reported at much higher rates 
with Process 2 shots. 


The anaphylactic reactions caused health authorities to suddenly recommend a person sit for 
15-30 minutes after vaccination, he said, because “they were using a different product — a safer 
product, frankly: 

But Guetzkow tempered that with “Now, | don’t want to paint a rosy picture about Process 1... 


the entire mRNA paradigm and the transfection and the use of lipid nanoparticles — all of this 
comes with its own baggage and problems.’ 


‘Nobody Could Have Given Informed Consent’ 


Guetzkow questioned the strategy the pharmaceutical companies used to dissemble about 
adverse events when they said “We didn't observe that in the trial.’ 


“If you're giving a different product than you did in the trial, you can’t make that inference,’ he 
said. 


Guetzkow also said: 
“Everybody in the U.K. and around the world got these Process 2 lots [but] nobody was in- 
formed about this. Nobody was told that they were actually getting a product that is different 


than the one that the clinical trial was run on. 


“So what that means, essentially, is that nobody could have been given informed consent, be- 
cause they were kept in the dark. 


“You could have followed all of the ins and outs of the clinical trial reports. You could have read 
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that New England Journal of Medicine study. You could have known about the relative risk ver- 
sus the absolute risk — everything — and you still would have been in the dark. You still would 
not have been able to give your full informed consent. 


“And that’s a real egregious violation of people's basic rights and dignity under established 
treaties and the Nuremberg Code?’

It was hard 
enough to lose my hair and watch my skin burn and corrode through my radiation therapy. But, 
at least | felt like | was still a woman.

chance that it could metastasize in her liver or bones. If that happens, there is no cure.

The next session is scheduled for July 19th, and just yesterday, on July 12th, she had a port 
installed for her chemotherapy. The road ahead is challenging as her treatment continues until 
medical advancements bring us closer to a cure. However, we are also facing mounting medical 
expenses. 
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June 19th, 2023 - Winona, MS - Kim Rice is a retired teacher. She was diagnosed with breast 
cancer and had a double mastectomy. It was only after the surgery that doctors discovered her 
cancer had metastasized and had spread to multiple bones (Stage 4).

To know Kim Rice is to love her. Kim is a retired school teacher from Winona Elementary in Wi- 
nona, Mississippi. She taught for 28 years and retired in 2021, and because Kim is such a hard 
worker, she just couldn't sit still, and has been actively working with Millennium Consulting out 
of Houston Texas until the current date(she had to take a leave of absence during this time). 
Kim is and always has been a giver and an active faithful member of the community in her 
backyard as well as abroad in the world and the USA. If there is aneed, On April 27th, 2023, Kim 
went in for a routine mammogram. The results of that mammogram were Breast Cancer, an 
INSTANT Double mastectomy, genetics testing, and reconstructive surgery. While healing from 
the mastectomy, she felt in her spirit that something just was not right, and she asked that the 
Dr perform a full Pet-Scan of her body. On June 7th, Kim had surgery for chemo port placement, 
for what she thought was just a prevention plan. On June 19, 2023, she went in for a Pet-Scan 
and Bone Biopsy. The results that she received from those tests left us all speechless, to say the 
least. She found out that the breast cancer spread to her bones. Her right femur has a 1 cm tu- 
mor, her right pelvic bone has a 3 cm tumor on it, and her L1 vertebra is pretty much all tumor. 
Kim will begin radiation immediately, and chemo will begin on June 29, 2023. She will do 1 
Chemo treatment every 3 weeks, a total of 4 treatments. She will also receive bone-strength- 
ening shots, hormone-blocking pills, morphine IV for back pain (which has been severe), and 
radiation for shrinking the tumors. 
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June 14, 2023 - Bloomfield, CT - Jonisha Sinclair was diagnosed with Stage 4 breast cancer 
in November 2021 with two different types present: Triple Negative and HER-2 positive. This 
cancer has not been responsive to treatments and her cancer is now spreading to her organs 
including her liver.

Lindsey had bad daily 
headaches for about a month and explained them away as we are prone to do. Finally, she saw 
the doctor and he ordered an MRI. On Friday, August 4th she received a call from the doctor’s 
office telling her to go to the ER because they see masses in her brain and she needed to get a 
full body CT Scan. The results came back positive for stage 4 adenocarcinoma in her lung, with 
metastasis to her brain. The world as we know it came to a halt for her family, and of course, 
Lindsey can only think of how much her baby needs her and she needs to be here for her. 


We have listened to the medical plan which includes brain surgery later this week to remove 
the large tumor, radiation and chemotherapy. The best drugs available for her type of cancer 
are relatively new and can be outrageously expensive, even with some insurance coverage. 
There are large deductibles, and copays, and like most couples, Lindsey and Nigel both need 
to work. Lindsey was an emergency room nurse for 16 years and has since been working as a 
Trauma Specialist. She was always a wonderful nurse and loved caring for others. She even took 
a 6 week leave of absence to care for our grandmother on September 9th, 2023. Since my last 
update, Lindsey has been referred to Moffitt Cancer Center in Tampa. She has been seen by a 
thoracic surgeon who plans to remove half of her left lung-the entire left upper lobe after 3-4 
rounds of chemo. Surgery will likely be just before Christmas. Due to her age she will be treated 
very aggressively, which we are all grateful for but it will be a long, difficult road for her. Chemo 
will begin as soon as she finishes her first cyberknife treatment on her brain, so in about 1-2 
weeks. The real fight begins now. She continues to find strength from her miracle baby, Kami as 
well as family, friends and the many prayers and comforting words.

Ezti started feeling poorly about year ago and was advocating for 
herself as best as she could with her doctor, who told her she had asthma with no diagnostics 
confirming this or any other issues that may be going on at the beginning of this year. Through- 
out this year, she has progressively gotten worse with her respiratory symptoms and she had 
been seen countless times trying to get her symptoms under control. Sadly she has had crucial 
diagnostic tests rescheduled several times due to varying reasons given by the medical facility 
that she had to have the testing done at. 


Last Friday, August 18th, Ezti ended up in the ER with difficulty breathing. It was found that she 
had a collapsed lung and fluid in her chest. She had 2 1/2 liters of fluid drained from her chest 
and was sent home where her lung collapsed again. She returned to the ER Monday and they 
drained another 3 liters from her chest, placed a chest tube and set her up to get the CT that she 
has literally waited months to have done. Long story short, with finally having the diagnostics 
done, as well as the fluid that was in her chest sent out for cytology, Ezti has been diagnosed 
with stage 4 lung cancer. 
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August 17th, 2023 - Wilmington, OH - 44 year old Christopher Campbell was diagnosed with 
Stage 4 lung cancer that had spread to his brain and bones in July 2022. He didn’t respond to 
treatment and died a year later on August 17th, 2023.

test. The spokesperson confirmed Senior Constable Slade 
attended her scheduled operational skills and tactics training in the hours before her death, 
which would have involved the use of police-issued firearms. However, she advised instructors 
that she was feeling ‘physically unwell’ ‘Upon discussion with Senior Constable Slade, it was de- 
termined given the circumstances, she shouldn't continue training on that day and arrange- 
ments were to be made for her to return on another day, they said.

to ICU, became confused, was intubated and died on June 7th, 2023, three weeks after she be- 
gan feeling ill. She was diagnosed with HLH (Hemophagocytic lymphohistiocytosis) just before 
death.

Teenager, 17, dies from rare blood 
disorder ‘after doctors thought she 
had tonsillitis' - as devastated family 
pay tribute to 'perfect daughter' 


Heartbreaking tributes are being paid to a teenage girl who died after falling ill with what 
seemed to be tonsillitis when she returned from a holiday in Spain. Leah Rogers, 17, had a 
dream holiday in Palma Nova, Majorca with a group of friends in May last year but suddenly fell 
ill when she got back to her home in Wales. It appeared to be a bad case of tonsillitis - some- 
thing she often came down with - but Leah and her family had no idea that she only had weeks 
left to live. 

Her mum, Kath Rogers, 57, told Wales Online how they rang the out-of-hours surgery and Leah 
was then prescribed antibiotics. She was taken to hospital twice in the following week as the 
symptoms were getting worse. Kath said: “It got to the point where she took an accidental over- 
dose of paracetamol because she took too many painkillers.’ After days of not seeing any im- 
provements, Leah was prescribed with a different course of antibiotics. But when Kath realized 
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the hospital had not given her enough tablets to last for 10 days as prescribed, she returned 
to the hospital alone only to be told Leah had to accompany her in order to be given any more 
medication. “It’s as if that was meant to happen,’ said Kath as when they returned to the hospi- 
tal together the consultant met with Leah and decided she needed to be admitted to hospital. 
Kath explained: “We thought we’d finally see an improvement so we felt a bit more at ease. 
But by the Tuesday she was getting pain in her abdomen. When the doctors came to see her 
straightaway they said she had glandular fever.’ 


Kath said she knew this meant Leah could not receive treatment as glandular fever just had to 
run its course but Leah was not eating or drinking due to the pain in her throat. Doctors agreed 
that as soon as she could drink and eat she could go home. Due to the pain near her liver Leah 
was still taken for blood tests. The next day doctors told Leah's parents that the blood tests had 
shown she had liver failure. Kath continued: “From there then it escalated. They said she needed 
to go to a specialist center in Birmingham. 


They told us she would possibly need a liver transplant and they were trying to get a bed for 
her in Birmingham.’ Leah was taken into intensive care in Princess of Wales Hospital and was 
starting to get confused and trying to get out of her bed. Staff told Leah's family they would put 
her on life support before being transferred to the Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham. 
Kath said:“I thought they'd just put her on life support for the journey and then when we got to 
Birmingham they'd wake her up. But they never woke her up. They then realized it was far more 
serious than we had anticipated.” 


That weekend Leah's parents followed their daughter to Birmingham and stayed in a nearby 
hotel. “On the Sunday the doctors said they were getting the hematologists involved because 
they now thought it was something else going on. They said it could be one of two things. They 
thought it might be leukemia or they thought it might be a condition called HLH. The doctor 
said: ‘Please don’t Google it’ Of course that’s the first thing we did. Oh gosh. It hit me like a 
sledge hammer. It was awful,” said Kath. 


HLH, or haemophagocytic lymphohistiocytosis, is a life-threatening immune condition which 
causes the body to react inappropriately to a ‘trigger’, usually an infection. While doctors origi- 
nally told the family they would get the results within 10 days, more information came sooner 
than expected. But it turned out to be devastating news as Leah was officially diagnosed with 
HLH. 


Kath said: “Basically there was no more treatment they could do for her. | organized for some- 
body to bring my son and daughter up. We didn’t know how long she had but we knew it 
wasn't very long. They came up on the Monday afternoon and we could just see Leah was 
deteriorating in front of our eyes. We thought: This is just cruel. ’We couldn't do it anymore. It 
was prolonging things for her and prolonging things for us. So we had the discussion with the 
doctors and asked is there anything else you can do for her to give her any kind of chance and 
the answer was no basically.

Ryan's been pretty private about what's been going on behind the scenes, but for the last year, 
he’s been battling an incredibly rare lymphoma. Like, “1 in 10 million” rare. On top of the blood 
cancer, he’s also acquired another super uncommon, often fatal, auto immune disease. (If you 
care to inquire, ask Dr Google about LGL lymphoma and then dip down the rabbit hole of HLH.) 
About a year ago, he underwent a splenectomy to help treat the blood cancer. And for most of 
the last year, things have kind of sauntered along and kept under control with some treatment 
and watchful eyes. In the spring, he started chemotherapy when the HLH started to show some 
increased inflammation. Then, a month ago, he was admitted to the hospital for 5 days to un- 
dergo some quick tests. Unfortunately, he hasn't left the hospital. In fact, he was transferred to 
the ICU a week ago and is currently intubated and, frankly, fighting for his life. While his entire 
team at Vancouver General Hospital has been unspeakably amazing, every system of his ex- 
hausted, inflamed body has been affected and even the most brilliant minds are struggling to 
identify underlying causes and find treatments. He’s on 24/7 dialysis as his kidneys attempt to 
keep up, as well as countless (and | mean that) interventions to keep my sweet brother from 
leaving us prematurely. 


For the last 20+ years, Ryan has made a living by working in Vancouver's film industry. On top of 
all of his health issues, his income has been affected due to the writers’ and actors’ strikes going 
on. Thank the stars for our health care system, but the bills keep coming and my mum and | are 
desperate to help him make ends meet.

She was released last Friday and given medica- 
tion for a rare disease called Stills disease. However, as of today, there is no relief, fevers are still 
ongoing, and she remains extremely weak. They have also received more test results saying she 
also has HLH disease which must now be treated with steroids and chemotherapy pills. As you 
can imagine the hospital bills will be rolling in soon. She does have insurance but this will not 
cover all of the past visits nor will it pay for all of her drug treatments. She has used all her time 
off and at this point, there is no end in sight. She has many doctor appointments ahead. Right 
now she is basically bedridden. She has to have her family help her to even shower, as she is so 
weak. | am sure they may end up needing more than this Go Fund Me, but she is hoping to get 
back to at least some part-time work in the next few weeks. However, it is not looking that way.

This is Brandon's story: 


Brandon was a healthy 33 year old husband and father of a 1 year old girl, who got sick 48 hours 
after he took his second Pfizer COVID vaccine at the end of August 2021. He had high fevers, ter- 
rible headaches, and his blood counts were not what they should be.

These were the 
words from a GoFundMe started for the Family on January 8th, 2022 after Brandon’s conditions 
escalated for the past 4 months. Brandon passed away on January 28th, 2022.

Dear Reader, I'm Leslie Ibafiez and this fundraiser is to support who | refer to as my sweet 
baby brother. Bryan Ibéfiez is the goofball of our family and has always been a positive light 
for himself and others. His loving soul and genuine spirit is one my entire family cherishes. 


Bryan spent his high school years working at a local nursing home as a dedicated CNA. This 
time spent giving to others in a healthcare atmosphere sparked his interest and desire to 
become a nurse. In 2020, after graduating high school, Bryan enrolled in Missouri State 
University to pursue his nursing degree. Shortly after starting his college career, Bryan 
begun experiencing discomfort in everyday tasks. Having a busy and active lifestyle of a 
college freshman, Bryan thought he could work through his pain and assumed it was 
nothing serious. 


Unfortunately, Bryans pain did not cease and escalated to a point where he finally chose to 
visit a doctor. Upon discovery of a tumor, Bryan was diagnosed with Stage II Testicular 
Cancer on September 2nd, 2022 at only 20 years old. With a Stage II Diagnosis, Bryans 
tumor had been manifesting for what doctors predicated well overa year. In attempt to 
avoid metastasis, immediate surgery called a radical orchiectomy was required and 
conducted shortly after diagnosis. Following surgery and testing, Lymphovascular Invasion ( 
LVI) was still present in his body. Although removal surgery was completed, Bryan’s cancer 
cells were still present in his tests leaving his body susceptible to a potential reoccurrence. 
However, with a treatment plan set into place Bryan & his doctors were left confident for an 
encouraging recovery even with the LVI still apparent in his blood stream. 


Bryan's initial surgery was not fully covered by insurance, and he was forced to pay over 8k 
in medical bills out of pocket. As a college student living on server's wages, paying his own 
bills and supporting himself, he was forced ta abandon school ta make ends meet. Bryan is 
still trying to pay off those bills to this day.

In 2019, at age 32, Dani was diagnosed with aggressive triple-negative breast cancer. She 
completed 16 rounds of aggressive chemo, followed by a double mastectomy at the Mayo 
Clinic and then chemo pills for another 6 months. Surgery was successful and the surgeons 
were able to get clear margins. We were told that Dani was cancer-free. Because of the 
aggressive treatment plan, we were told we couldn't have any more children. 


In 2021 a miracle happened. After years of trying to have more children and then later after 
the cancer treatment, the Mayo doctors told us we couldn't have children, Dani became 
pregnant. Lisa was born on May 20th, 2022, a very healthy and happy baby girl who is now 
40 months old. 


During the pregnancy in 2022, Dani began experiencing a small dry patch of skin on her 
breast. This dry patch would come and go every couple of weeks. After several months, 
Dani reached out to her local oncologist to seek advice.

The out-of-control ambu- 
lance hit two poles, knocking down some power lines. His heroic partner somehow managed 
to climb over the seats from the back and got her foot on the brake, stopping the ambulance a 
few feet away from a 50-foot drop.

“It seems that the Institute of Legal Medicine is desperately looking for one of the parents to 
have a heart condition’, complains Alexis Aneas, Liberum’s lawyer representing the complain- 
ants. He recalls that Felix’s son “had federal recognition in September and declared him fit to 
play”. He died in December. The complaint states that the heart of the deceased was “increased 
in size”: 480 grams when it was to oscillate around 344. 


“Pfizer recognized early that tens of thousands of effects of myocarditis in young people’, re- 
calls Aneas, who is also an expert in health issues, who abounds: “It makes sense because the 
age group where pathologies appear is 12 to 15 years old, who received the adult dose. From 5 
to 11, the vaccine has a third of the dose. The ailment can occur because the Spike protein that 
is replicated by the vaccine lodges in the receptors of the heart tissue and generates an auto- 
immune disease, which causes thickening of the myocardium, what is known as pericarditis or 
arrhythmia”. 


Effects of COVID-19 vaccines 


Alexis Aneas also wonders “how it will be natural for an athlete child to die of an arrhythmia’. 
Liberum’s spokesman says they are “fed up with administrations telling us that people die by 
chance’, and points to Daniel’s case. “He had neuronal damage that could be due to the fact 
that the substance generates prions that cross the brain barrier, as demonstrated by a study 
that we attached in the complaint’, a suspicion, since “what we want is for it to be investigated”. 


The complaint is also directed against the president of the Spanish Agency for Medicines and 
Health Products (AEMPS), Silvia Calz6n, and the director, Maria Jesus Lamas, as well as “any other 
authority that, from the investigative actions, derives criminal liability for the events reported”. 


In this one, it charges against Pfizer and Moderna, noting that “according to the clinical trial, 
eight cases of COVID-19 were recorded in the vaccinated group out of a total of 18,198 par- 
ticipants 7 days after receiving the second dose; while in the placebo group 162 cases were 
recorded out of 18,325 participants”. 


With these data, the laboratory advertised an efficacy of 95% of the vaccine compared to the 
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non-inoculated ones. But from Liberum they denounce that “this form of expression of efficacy 
of amedicine is biased and misleading”:“In absolute terms, the reality was that the incidence of 
PCR+ had been 0.8% in the placebo group (162 / 18,325), compared to 0.04% in the vaccinated 
group (8 / 18,198), a difference of 0.76%". Based on this data they ask, “why did children have to 
be vaccinated, when the best interests of the minor should prevail, if they are not a reservoir of 
this disease?” 


Call To More Parents 


This is the first complaint in which parents hold the authorities to account for the death of their 
children after vaccination against COVID-19. The Diario de Sevilla Newspaper reported last 
June on how at least seven people had reported serious injuries to Health after receiving any 
of the doses of the coronavirus remedy. One of them, represented by the law firm of Fernando 
Osuna, claimed more than one million euros for having lost “97% of his vision’, in addition to 
having limitations in his legs. 


The intention of the complaint is also to call other parents who find themselves in a similar 
situation to action. “These three deaths of young athletes, performing physical activity, are not 
the only ones in our country’, reads the complaint, which exposes dozens of cases, with screen- 
shots from journalistic publications, of deaths of other minors doing sports. 


From the Liberum Association they ask the health authorities a question: “How many more de- 
ceased children do they need, to start investigating?”

Ontario man files $35.6 million lawsuit against Pfizer over son's vaccine death 


New Tecumseth, ON, resident Dan Hartman has initiated a wrongful death lawsuit against Pfiz- 
er because his son Sean died from the COVID-19 vaccine. 


“On the morning of September 27, 2021, 33 days after receiving the Pfizer-BioNTech COVID-19 
vaccination, Sean Hartman was found deceased in his bedroom by his mother,’ said Sheikh Law 
lawyer Umar Sheikh in a court filing. 


“The Plaintiff pleads that Sean Hartman died as a result of the Pfizer-BioNTech COVID-19 vacci- 
nation.’ 


Dan was denied money from the Vaccine Injury Support Program in March despite Sean dying 
after getting the COVID-19 vaccine. 


“My son died 33 days after his first Pfizer vaccine and he was a perfectly healthy boy with no 
underlying conditions,’ he said. 
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He took a COVID-19 vaccine to be allowed to play hockey. Dan said he took him to the emer- 
gency room four days after his first dose because he had brown circles around his eyes, a rash 
on his face and pain in his right shoulder. 


American pathologist Dr. Ryan Cole determined in July Sean died from the COVID-19 vaccine. 
Cole examined his tissues, finding spike protein in his adrenal glands. 


“The adrenal glands control your blood pressure, so if Sean's blood pressure dropped, he would 
have died,’ said Dan. 


Dan is seeking $35.6 million in damages; specialized damages to be determined prior to the 
trial; prejudgment and post-judgment interest; the costs of the proceeding, including all appli- 
cable taxes; and further relief the court considers just. 


Sheikh said Pfizer “owed a duty of care to Sean Hartman to accurately inform him of all risks as- 
sociated with the Pfizer-BioNTech COVID-19 vaccination.’ He added it owed him a duty to warn 
him of the risks associated with the safety and efficacy of these vaccines. 


When it comes to the standard of care, Dan pleaded Pfizer breached it for the manufacturing, 
testing, sale, reporting and administration of its vaccines. 


With the standard of care, Sheikh alleged it was breached when it disregarded and misrepre- 
sented the results of the safety trials by providing an incorrect characterization of the efficacy 
data; discounting results of adverse events on vaccinated people in the study; not highlighting 
all results and adverse events revealed in the studies conducted; and not stopping their admin- 
istration on Canadians due to known safety concerns. 


Dan pleaded Pfizer negligently misrepresented the safety of the vaccine and did not disclose 
the risks associated with it, which include but are not limited to myocarditis and pericarditis. 


The particulars include failing to disclose people under 40 years old had an increased risk of 
myocarditis after taking the vaccine, rates of myocarditis were higher in adolescent males, inad- 
equate testing was performed to ensure their safety and efficacy, failing to complete post-mar- 
ket surveillance and inform the Canadian government and the public of the results, failing to 
disclose the issues with the vaccine, and failing to identify, implement, and verify procedures to 
address post-market surveillance risks. 


He accused Pfizer of improper product distribution when it was being sold. This is because the 
foreseeable risks exceeded the benefits associated with the product, it was more dangerous 
than ordinary consumers would expect, it did not have adequate, effective warnings and in- 
structions over these dangers, inadequate testing and it was unfit for the purpose for which it 
was intended. 


Sheikh concluded by saying Pfizer “concealed the fact the Pfizer-BioNTech COVID-19 vaccina- 
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tion had severe possible risks and outcomes when administered, including but not limited to 
myocarditis, pericarditis and death, to the public, healthcare providers, and regulatory author- 
ities, including Health Canada.” 


“The Plaintiff pleads that the wrongful death of his son Sean Hartman was caused by the negli- 
gence of the Defendant,’ he said.

| saw an article recently in NPR by Julia Simon about how fifteen-minute cities were a global 
climate solution—if they can get past conspiracy theories and NIMBYs. In the article, some ad- 
vocates for fifteen-minute cities say, without a hint of irony or self-awareness, that they’re not 
trying to put millions of people into open-air prisons, they’re just trying to destroy suburbia, get 
rid of single-family zoning, and shove people on top of each other in Judge Dredd-style mixed- 
use arcologies just to shorten commutes and their attendant fuel usage. 


The questions we should be asking about the green agenda are along the same lines as the 
ones posed by the late Rosa Koire. Who benefits the most from increased urbanization and the 
relocation of rural and suburbanite populations into cities? Who benefits the most from the de- 
struction of upward mobility in the West—real upward mobility, as in working, making enough 
to buy a house, maybe a few assets, not what passes for class mobility these days. 


Kids these days are going to college and getting degrees in management, analysis, and 
bean-counting, with the aim of joining the professional-managerial class, functioning as the 
direct underlings of the managerial elites. But the professional-managerial class is increasing- 
ly composed of people who, themselves, have no future and no social or class mobility at all, 
whose role in society seems to be managing the West’s economic decline and staving off pop- 
ulist fury while also letting wealthy speculators finish draining us all dry by cashing out of the 
markets.

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« According to the UN Office for Outer Space Affairs, 11,330 satellites are orbiting space as of 
June 2023. In 2022, the largest amount of satellites and cubesats launched into space in one 
year, at 2,474. To put this in perspective, between 1957 and 2018, the combined number of sat- 
ellites launched is less than the five years between 2019 and 2023. It is increasing exponential- 
ly, with a 53.84% increase in communications satellites, 13.30% increase in earth observation 
satellites, and 7.53% increase in technology development/demonstration satellites since Janu- 
ary 2022. The U.S. outpaces every other country by nearly eight times the number of satellites 
in space, with China, the United Kingdom, and Russia following behind. That being said, one 
could pull up information from multiple different sources and get entirely different numbers. 
According to Slingshot Aerospace, who is in the process of expanding their ground-based op- 
tical telescopes and sensors around the world, they expect there to be between 60,000 and 
150,000 satellites orbiting by the end of the decade. 


- Morgan Stanley's space team estimates that the $350+ billion global space industry will reach 
over $1 trillion by 2040. 


- The International Space Station (ISS) is being decommissioned in 2030 and replaced with 4 
“commercial destination” space stations, providing they all succeed in their build outs. 


- The WEF has already established the Global Future Council on The Future of Space and de- 
veloped the world’s first Space Sustainability Rating system (SSR) for space missions to reduce 
debris in a global space economy that is rapidly growing. They created four levels of certifica- 
tions for satellite manufacturers and launch service providers. Of course, all major companies, 
including SpaceX and Lockheed Martin are on board with this. After all, the climate change 
agenda makes for great cover for space operations and surveillance. On September 28th, 2023, 
they published an article titled “These are the space missions to look out for in the 2020s,’ which 
encompasses missions to the Moon, Mars, Mercury, and NASA’s upcoming mission to Saturn 
in 2026, as well as document previous missions including India’s recent alleged landing on the 
Moon's south pole in August. Saturn is only 746 million miles away at its closest point, but who's 
counting. 


«In order to pull off a full digital currency system with blockchain, it would require populations 
to reduce their energy usage by 1/3rd because it is a massive power source drain. However, 
space-based solar systems to power satellites where the control grid would operate, could dra- 
matically minimize the need to reduce power on earth while expediting the control grid in 
space. The United States, Russia, European Space Agency, China, Saudi Arabia, Australia, Japan, 
and the United Kingdom are already working on their space-based solar systems. More on this 
below. 


«In 2019, President Trump signed Space Policy Directive-4, ordering the Pentagon to establish 
the Space Force as the sixth branch of the U.S. military. 


«On December 9, 2020 President Trump issued the 2020 National Space Policy, replacing the 
2010 version, with a goal of working with commercial and international partners, generating 
new markets and entrepreneurship, and leaving a permanent human presence on the Moon, 
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Mars, and beyond. 


-“Fast Payment Systems” was rolled out in January 2021, by the World Bank with Bill Gates’ help, 
and is already running in over 60 countries. 


«In March 2022, the Biden administration issued an Executive Order on “Ensuring Responsible 
Development of Digital Assets,” which placed “the highest urgency on research and develop- 
ment efforts into the potential design and deployment options of a United States CBDC’’ 


- On September 16, 2022, the Biden administration released the first-ever comprehensive 
framework for responsible development of digital assets. 


- The Biden administration stated, “The global renewable energy market is projected to be 
worth $2.15 trillion by 2025.” 


- The top 10 digital payment companies by revenue are: JP Morgan Chase & Co., Visa Inc., PayPal 
Holdings Inc., Mastercard Incorporated, Fisery Inc., Stripe, Intuit Inc., Global Payments Inc., ACI 
Worldwide Inc., and PayU. 


- A number of establishments provide “reverse ATMs,’ known as cash-to-card kiosks, so that 
people can voluntarily feed their hard cash into the machine and get a debit card, in prepara- 
tion to move people off cash. Various companies are partnering up to make these options more 
readily available. Yet, some states have passed laws banning companies from being “cash free” 
to their customers, which of course has spurred the rise of establishments putting in reverse 
ATMs. See how that works? The final stage of this goal is to convert cash into a virtual card that 
goes on your smartphone. 


« According to Juniper Research, the number of QR code scan-to-pay users will exceed 2.2 bil- 
lion in 2025, up from 1.5 billion in 2020, which equates to 29% of all mobile phone users world- 
wide in 2025. 


«In China, QR code payments reached $1.3 trillion U.S. in the fourth quarter of 2019. According 
to CNN, $1.65 trillion was spent in 2016 for the entire year in China. Globally, 4% of all consumer 
transactions utilize a QR code, and that is expected to start soaring. An enormous amount of 
banks, digital payment companies, and corporations have already incorporated QR codes into 
transactions, which can currently store data up to 7,089 numeric characters or 4,269 alphanu- 
meric characters. 


- The Federal Reserve has created a QR code work group under the “Faster Payments Council” 
to develop a QR code interface for faster and instant payment transactions across various pay- 
ment systems and rails, and to facilitate adoption and usage of faster payments. They produced 
a 19-page white paper on it in July 2022. They want a “standardized certification program cov- 
ering all major mobile devices and operating systems” and “extensible standards with the abili- 
ty to offer value-added services such as merchant offers, coupons and tokenization.’ 
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«ISO 20022, the standards for financial messaging, was developed in 2004 by the International 
Organization for Standardization, and launched in March 2023. Hundreds of banks and corpo- 
rations have already begun migration but have until 2025 to fully migrate. The biggest benefit 
of these new standards allows for much larger data that can flow through payments across 
any use, capital markets, e-invoicing, and cards, while the format can support structured and 
unstructured data. 


- The Society for Worldwide Interbank Financial Telecommunications (SWIFT), a member-owned 
cooperative headquartered in Belgium with a system that is run by the central banks of the 
G10 countries, the European Central Bank, and National Bank of Belgium, developed the My 
Standards web-based application to manage ISO messaging standards and market practices in 
2012, with the recent upgrade for ISO 20022 having launched in March 2023, which has already 
been adopted by 70 countries. 


«In March 2023, the IMF released their report on cash and digital currency, drawing data from 
14 advanced and emerging market economies. They concluded that the trend in cash use for 
payments is falling for half of the world’s population. They stated, “such a measure can help 
inform policy decisions regarding CBDCs and regulatory decisions concerning access to and 
use of cash.’ 


- The Bank for International Settlements (BIS) published their’Blueprint for the future monetary 
system: improving the old, enabling the new’ on June 20, 2023 which Corey’s Digs reported on. 
The BIS’ blueprint proposes that all private property in the real world, such as money, houses, 
cars, etc., would be “tokenised” into digital assets within an “everything in one place” global 
unified ledger. CBDCs would be “core to the functioning” of this tokenised world and serve as 
the reserve currency on the unified ledger. Transactions between CBDCs and tokenised assets, 
which represent real-world assets, would operate seamlessly through smart contracts on one 
programmable platform. Each token representing a real-world asset in this digital space would 
contain a large amount of data received from the real world in real time about what it is, who 
it belongs to, etc., as well as rules on how that particular asset can and cannot be used. The BIS 
explains how these rules are set up by “directly embedding supervisory features into the token 
itself, which can be tailored to specific rules. 


« FedNow (payment gateway through the Federal Reserve) began its pilot in the U.S. in July, 
2023 through 35 banks and credit unions, plus service providers and the U.S. Department of the 
Treasury’s Bureau of the Fiscal Service. 


- Deloitte released their predictions on the financial services industry on July 31, 2023. When 
Deloitte offers “predictions,’ it’s important to pay attention because it is essentially part of their 
game plan. See the breakdown below. 


- On September 9, 2023, the G20 publicly agreed to build the enslavement system, with new 
international governance for artificial intelligence and a “Digital Public Infrastructure (DPI)” to 
include digital identification, payment infrastructure and data exchange all under the guise of 
“improving lives” and enabling “digital inclusion.’ 
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Their “declaration” also includes India’s plan to build a Global Digital Public Infrastructure Re- 
pository (GDPIR), which consists of a virtual repository of DPI to be shared by G20 members 
“and beyond.’ 


The 37-page Declaration includes just about everything a “conspiracy theorist” needs for re- 
ceipts on long-proven theories. They provide a plethora of documents annexed to the Declara- 
tion beginning on page 30. From health to education, the climate hoax, digital infrastructure, 
and financial control, they rolled it all in ae Their Sustainable Development Goals are best 
broken down in Corey's Digs 17 Goals Toward Enslavement. 


Deloitte's “Financial Services Industry Predictions” is Revealing 
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On July 31, 2023, Deloitte released their report on “Financial Services Industry Predictions.” De- 
loitte is a key globalist player who often collaborates with the WEF. For example, their white pa- 
per on “A Blueprint for Digital Identity: The Role of Financial Institutions in Building the Digital 
Identity,’released in August 2016, stated that financial institutions should drive the creation of 
digital identity systems, disrupt the credit bureau model, blur the lines between financial and 
non-financial advisory, and bring in biometrics. Corey's Digs covered this in the report on vac- 
cine ID passports. In this current paper, they “predict” the following: 


- Deloitte estimates “the revenue for alternative data providers, earned from all industries glob- 
ally with the majority coming from investment management firms, to grow 29x between 2022 
and 2030. The new data largely consist of novel types and forms of data such as satellite images, 
social media posts, geolocation data, credit card transactions, and mobile application data that 
are starkly different from the traditionally structured financial data” 


- Deloitte states that banks will develop more advanced biometric security systems due to 
an increase in cybercriminals, and because of the increasing importance for digital curren- 
cies such as CBDCs. They give an example of the European Union's work and explain that by 
expanding these verification systems it will not only provide safeguards with banking, but 
will also confirm a user’s identity when sharing medical data, taking online exams, or making 
age-restricted purchases. Deloitte is so confident about the expansion of biometrics, they 
estimate that in just a few short years “three billion global consumers are expected to make 
USS5.1 trillion of purchases using biometric payments.” It should be noted that biometrics is 
one area Twitter/X is moving toward for those who wish to have a blue checkmark as well as 
plug into the ad revenue stream. 


- Deloitte says that consumers will “increasingly use their wallets to help fight climate change 
with carbon-offset purchases.’ They “predict” that carbon offsets will be embedded in many 
purchasing decisions such as through travel, ordering food, or “negotiating a new mortgage 
rate,” and that it will become so pervasive it will reach a US$100 billion market by 2030. Just 
as in their earlier report about banks being instrumental in rolling out a digital ID, they want 
banks pushing carbon credits as well. “Banks could be instrumental in developing and sup- 
porting the back-end infrastructure that connect brands’ payment processes to the carbon 
credit market. And banks can play an instrumental role in developing and supporting the 
carbon credit market.” 


- Deloitte also estimates “advancements in self-driving technology may eliminate the need for 
around 380,000 long-haul truck drivers in the next five years.” 


Based on the bullet points under“Brush Strokes” above, in addition to the complete breakdown 
tying the financial movement together, further down in this report, it would seem that Deloitte 
is once again on target. It would also seem that they can build the control grid before CBDCs 
even come into play. More on that below (See Image next page). 


The top 10 largest space and exploration companies in the world are Boeing, SpaceX, Raythe- 
on, Lockheed Martin, Northrop Grumman, Blue Origin, Sierra Nevada, Astra, Virgin Galactic, and 
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General Dynamics, and boy oh boy are they busy. 


The OECD published a paper in November 2022 titled “A new landscape for space applications: 
Illustrations from Russia’s war of aggression against Ukraine.’ They stress the growing impor- 
tance of space technologies and digitalization, expanding commercialization, and the need for 
government space investments, while addressing data, infrastructure, vulnerabilities, interna- 
tional cooperation, and the war’s impact.

On August 28th, 2023, Elon Musk’s Twitter Payments LLC received another approved license in 
the state of Rhode Island for processing cryptocurrency payments, bringing the total number 
of states to seven. Whereas Musk recently stated that he will never create a cryptocurrency, 
it’s clear that he plans to accept crypto and there is much anticipation as to whether it will be 
Dogecoin, Bitcoin, XRP, or others. 


Despite people's belief that Elon Musk is trying to prevent WWIII and won't allow the U.S. gov- 
ernment to utilize his satellites for battle and nefarious actions, nothing could be further from 
the truth. Over three years ago, in April 2020, SpaceX teamed up with the Air Force to link 
Starlink satellites with multiple armed forces systems for a huge live fire exercise that included 
ground forces, submarines, ships, and other space-based assets, to shoot down a cruise missile 
and a drone. Prior to that, Starlink satellites connected with a Lockheed Martin AC-130 gunship. 
SpaceX has teamed up with the Department of Defense on many payloads and projects, and 
other live fire exercises. 


The ultimate goal was to build the new Advanced Battle Management System (ABMS) to allow 
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for the coordination of U.S. forces and allies in real-time across land, sea, air, and space, with this 
new system being equipped with artificial intelligence. The Department of Defense has a new 
strategy to ensure control over space, which includes utilizing small satellites and space-based 
capabilities that are unknown to the public and competitors. 


“If you get ABMS right, you've just built the military's ‘internet of things’ stated William Rop- 
er, then-Air Force acquisition chief. 


By December 2022, SpaceX unveiled Starshield, a “secured satellite network for government 
entities.’ This entails sensors, custom-built spacecraft, and secure communications via Starlink 
satellites. “Because of the rapidly improving commercial space capabilities, a comprehensive 
plan for using commercial space systems in the context of classified U.S. space capabilities is 
needed,’ said Heidi Shyu, undersecretary of defense for research and engineering, in a memo 
on November 21st, 2022. One of the goals is to build a low earth orbit tracking layer of mis- 
sile-detection satellites, whereby a mesh network will move data. 


Ukraine was a great test market for Starlink, which is what the Pentagon was hoping for. Every- 
thing else was theater. SpaceX sent over 22,000 Starlink satellites to Ukraine and replenished 
any that were destroyed in combat. In December 2022, Congress passed the 2023 spending 
bill with a hefty sum of over $69 billion for the DoD, including $1.7 billion for Space Force pro- 
grams. Musk’s SpaceX isn’t the only game in town, but it is certainly a key one. Obviously Boe- 
ing, Raytheon, Lockheed Martin, Northrop Grumman, Blue Origin, Sierra Nevada, Astra, Virgin 
Galactic, and General Dynamics play a big role, in addition to numerous tech companies. More 
on this below and in the image at right. 


Morgan Stanley's space team estimates that the $350+ billion global space industry will reach 
over $1 trillion by 2040. 


Thanks to Hewitt Packard’s HPE Spaceborne Computer-2, the first edge computing data cen- 
ter is already operational in space, with Al capabilities. Astronauts can run their DNA analysis 
in 13 minutes right on the International Space 


Station (ISS), along with the DNA of rodents 
or plants. The goal is to expand on satel- 
lite-to-satellite communications, work related 
to 5G, and build computer systems that can 
be commercialized and attached to satellites, 
with the ultimate goal of the capability to pro- 
cess space data in space by 2027. Once they 
achieve that, space-based data centers will be 
able to handle the workloads for earth-based 
customers. Several companies are already 
working on space-based data centers. Rick 
Ward, founder and CTO at OrbitsEdge said 
that in addition to the plan of servers being 
in satellites, the ISS, and the new commercial 
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space stations, he expects to see them on the Lunar Gateway space station, the Moon, and 
Mars. 


Once again, space-based data centers are needed because of the power consumption and 
pollution that is creating “climate change caused by humans.” According to the University 
of Quebec's College of Technology (Canada), data centers account for 10% of global energy 
consumption and “4% of the greenhouse gases produced by human activity.’ Just as with the 
space-based solar systems, numerous companies and countries also have their sites set on 
space-based data systems. 


The European Union, for example, has teamed up with Thales Alenia Space with a goal of de- 
ploying data centers in Earth orbit by the early 2030s under their Advanced Space Cloud for 
European Net Zero (ASCEND) emissions and data sovereignty program. Yves Durand, director 
of technology at Thales Alenia Space is working with top experts in space infrastructure, includ- 
ing Carbone 4, VITO, Orange, CloudFerro, Hewlett Packard Enterprise, ArianeGroup, DLR, and 
Airbus Defense and Space. 


Multiple articles on space-based data centers all point to space providing a cooler environ- 
ment, less energy usage, and no vibration. They also state that quantum computing is ideal for 
this environment and that neural network computing and financial data centers will require 
this high processing capacity. 


“It appears to be only a matter of time before power beaming is used to move 
energy to address critical challenges facing our world, and beyond.’

In 1977, NASA was already talking about space-based solar systems replacing fossil fuels after 
the idea was proposed by aerospace engineer Peter Glaser in the 1960s. In September 2021, the 
UK commissioned a report on space-based solar systems that showed it’s technically feasibly 
and economically competitive. The report claims that space-based solar power could generate 
up to 10GW of electricity a year by 2050, accounting for a quarter of the UK’s current electricity 
usage. Two months later, the Financial Times published a video showing a visual presentation 
on how space-based solar systems could be deployed in 10 years, claiming these massive mi- 
crowaves would not be carcinogenic, and could power millions of homes. They even talk about 
how the energy could be pointed toward any country to provide power, costing half as much 
as electricity generated from earth, and those owning this infrastructure could then technically 
sell the power to any country. Gosh, wouldn't it be fun if that became the main power source 
and they just cut the beam whenever they wanted? It’s more likely a cover story to power the 
control grid in Space. 


According to the European Space Agency, who has full immunities and privileges, high-earth 


orbiting satellites would gain ten times more energy from the sun compared to systems on the 
ground. 
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Beyond Earth Institute, a think tank with hard hitters who work to change policies, published 
a “National Strategy for Space Solar Power” in August 2021, suggesting that space solar power 
can not only power the world, but power worlds beyond as well, and that America should take 
the lead. They claim that space solar power yields up to 40 times greater sunlight access than 
ground solar systems. 


Satellites are powered by solar panels and lithium ion batteries. In the case of Starlink satellites, 
they typically orbit for five years before they reach end of life, at which point they are allegedly 
steered into earth's orbit to burn up. They claim that this will alleviate any debris in orbit, but 
one can't help but wonder what that will look like once they reach their goal of 42,000 satellites 
orbiting, in addition to the military’s and all other satellites. 


According to NASA, typical research satellites run with only 200 to 800 watts of electricity which 
is generated through solar cells and stored in batteries. 


The argument being made by satellite and tech companies, space agencies, and governments, 
is that we are in such a climate crisis that we must implement data centers in space as well as 
draw energy from the sun while in space and beam it down to earth. It’s a great cover story. 
While some make it sound like this would be the expedited way to do it, which would give them 
their space control grid, others argue that we need both - solar in space and on land. This of 
course is to continue to capitalize on the industry on the earth plane, while also setting policies 
and regulations that destroy industries and people so that the space control grid can rule. 


Countries Already Building The Infrastructure 


«In March 2023, the U.S. Naval Research Laboratory launched Space Wireless Energy Laser Link 
(SWELL), the first laser power beaming experiment demonstrated in space. This is part of the 
U.S. Department of Defense's Space Test Program H9 mission carried out from the International 
Space Station. Launched aboard the SpaceX Dragon, they intend to carry out several exper- 
iments in a yearlong mission to collect data. By utilizing laser transmitters and photovoltaic 
receivers, they established power beaming links, meaning they were able to deliver energy 
through electromagnetic waves instantly. They claim this is safe and can be used to distribute 
power on the moon, other places in space, and eventually to earth from satellites. By July they 
reported that they had surpassed 100 days of successful on-orbit laser operations. 


«In June 2023, the UK announced funding for several research initiatives, including Cambridge 
University who will develop super lightweight solar panels for satellites and a group at Queen 
Mary University of London are developing a wireless system to beam the solar power from 
space to earth, while others are working on showing how solar energy from space can feed the 
power grid on earth to help achieve Net Zero. 


«The European Space Agency is set to complete their commercial-scale space-based solar pow- 


er plants by the end of 2023 to test them out and gather information by the end of 2025. Their 
goal is to test radio frequency, lasers, and reflecting sunlight down to solar farms on the ground. 
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- China already has a ground-based wireless power transmission test facility in place that it in- 
tends to test out in 2028. 


- Britain and Saudi Arabia have teamed up to build a solar energy station in space with the 
hopes of completing it by 2035. 


- In Australia, Solar Soace Technologies is working on building a space-based solar system. In 
fact, they partnered with Mankins Space Technologies out of the U.S. to build the SPS Alpha 
that was examined for the report commissioned by the UK. 


- Japan has big plans to build their space-based solar power and next-generation solar cells by 
2025. Once again, they want to launch satellites and equip them with solar panels to gener- 
ate power back to earth. They state that each satellite will generate 1 million kW of electricity, 
equivalent to the output of a nuclear power plant and that they produce 10 times more pow- 
er than ground-based solar panels. To be clear, they are beaming electromagnetic waves like 
those used in telecommunications and microwave ovens. In addition to this, They have devel- 
oped flexible solar cells called perovskite solar cells to expand an area to retrieve the power, 
such as on exterior walls of buildings. 


- Russia has long been planning to build satellites that would beam energy from space and pro- 
vide electricity for their cities on earth, as far back as 1985 when it was still the Soviet Union. Sci- 
entists began working on a project called “Star Electricity” that they hoped would be complet- 
ed within 15 years. The project entailed building a power plant in outer space working on solar 
energy. In this old NYT article from 1987, some experts were concerned that birds might be 
harmed by repeatedly flying through microwave beams. Of course nowadays, that sentiment 
has been dropped. Curious. Fast forward to 2022 when the Russian Space Agency Roscosmos 
announced its completion of their solar space power plant 
(SKES) project. The goal is to provide a charging station in | MM ssx°" 
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It’s clear that there is a race to provide power in space, but they may just carry out some of these 
“power beams” to earth as a new money laundering industry and for cover. One question is, 
how will all of these electromagnetic waves and lasers impact airlines, birds, or people? More 
concerning is whether these electromagnetic beams could come with a host of mind-altering 
frequencies? 


The Vehicle: Satellites

Countries operating satellites as of 2020 


Satellites play the most important role 
in building out the control grid. 


The “Communications Satellite Act of 1962,” known as the Comsat Act, authorized U.S. partici- 
pation in an international cooperation agreement between telecommunication agencies in 18 
nations, proposed by the U.S., on a satellite communications network known as Intelsat so that 
each nation could access portions of the electromagnetic spectrum. In 1969, Intelsat was the 
organization who transmitted television images of the alleged Apollo 11 moon landing. Here's 
a little more history on Intelsat, ECHELON, and more. This intergovernmental consortium was 
privatized when in March 2000, Congress passed the Orbit Act requiring both Intelsat and In- 
marsat to be transformed into privately held for-profit corporations to “promote a competitive 
market.’ In July 2001, Intelsat transferred its satellite and financial assets to Intelsat Ltd., and un- 
til this day remains one of the largest satellite service providers. Two months later was the tragic 
event of 9/11. After bombing Afghanistan, instead of exercising “shutter control” the Pentagon 
spent millions buying exclusive rights to Ikonos satellite pictures. The following year, in March 
2002, SpaceX was born. 


Elon Musk’s Starlink runs under SpaceX with ambitious goals of having 42,000 satellites in 
orbit in the near future. Starlink was created in 2014 with its first successful launch on Novem- 
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ber 11, 2019. They typically launch about 60 satellites at a time, which can be seen as a train 
of lights across the sky. Starlink currently already has over 4,500 satellites in orbit which can 
be viewed in real time on this map. It is reported that Starlink is currently the largest satellite 
constellation in space. SpaceX is reported to have launched the first 5G satellite in low-earth 
orbit on April 15, 2023. 


Starlink satellites have the capability to beam lasers to one another and create a sort of mesh 
network transfer of data. They are already hovering in over 60 countries. They have over 140 
ground base stations for beaming data to satellites, with over 60 in the U.S. alone. SpaceX’s sis- 
ter company, SpaceX Services, Inc., was granted a blanket license for the operation of up to one 
million end-user customer earth stations. In April, they filed for a“blanket license” with the FCC 
to be able to add as many “earth stations” as needed throughout the entire U.S. and internation- 
al waters worldwide, without having to file for a license at each location as they have previously 
done. This request includes being able to deploy vehicle-mounted earth stations, plus earth 
stations on vessels, aboard aircraft, and in motion. 


SpaceX ’s Starshield satellite division was revealed in December 2022. According to the web 
page, “Starshield leverages SpaceX’s Starlink technology and launch capability to support na- 
tional security efforts. While Starlink is designed for consumer and commercial use, Starshield 
is designed for government use.’ It’s about “national security.” It goes on to say, “Starshield uses 
additional high-assurance cryptographic capability to host classified payloads and process 
data securely.” 


Now pay attention to this next bit. “Starlink’s inter-satellite laser communications terminal, 
which is the only communications laser operating at scale in orbit today, can be integrated 
onto partner satellites to enable incorporation into the Starshield network.” Consumers > Data 
> Starlink > Starshield > Big Gov and DOD. 


Elon Musk’s X.Al and TruthGPT are just getting started with transforming people in ways they 
can’t even begin to imagine yet, and it plays directly into the transhumansim agenda. 


Amazon is hoping to get half of their FCC approved satellites in orbit by 2026. Amazon’s inter- 
net will be comprised of 3,236 satellites by the time they pull this off. 


Though this next tidbit isn’t about satellites, it certainly may have a bearing on them or some- 
how play a role in this bigger scheme, so it seemed worthy of including in this report. On August 
8, 2023, Breakthrough Energy, Google and American Airlines teamed up to allegedly change 
the course of airlines’ flight patterns to avoid producing contrails that contribute to climate 
change. According to Breakthrough Energy's web page, they are saying that a recent IPCC re- 
port, contrails account for 35% of aviation’s global warming impact. No mention of “chemtrails,’ 
just contrails. See the con? So what did they do? They allegedly combined satellite imagery, 
weather and flight path data, and used Al to develop contrail forecast maps in order to test if 
pilots can actually choose routes that avoid creating contrails. So | have to ask — what are they 
really trying to avoid, why are they needing to change flight patterns, and can this literally be 
done “on the fly?” 
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Blockchain will provide outer space with an immutable and automated information ledger. Un- 
til the end of the time, the transaction is there and tamper-proof.” — Blockchain for Space Gov- 
ernance, Tony Blair Institute for Global Change 


They can’t possibly build space-based data centers powered by space-based solar systems that 
are juicing satellites to keep the flow of data moving to special government-owned satellites 
without incorporating blockchain to maintain a record and run the world’s tokens of every sin- 
gle asset, including humans, now can they? 


In the 2022 “Blockchain for Space Governance” paper published by the Tony Blair Institute for 
Global Change, they stress the following points: 


“Blockchain is a disruptive technology that unlocks new business models for space activities. 
Depending on the blockchain application, new business models such as fractionalisation and 
tokenisation of space assets can be unlocked. For an industry with a constant need for heavy 
funding, blockchain can be leveraged for raising capital through crowdfunding from token 
sales, an approach that highlights the fact that space belongs to everyone. 


Several features of blockchain technology, such as the fact that it is distributed (not tied to a 
single jurisdiction), immutable (tamper-resistant), transparent (trackable due to immutable au- 
dit trail), autonomous (relying on consensus algorithms rather than sovereign entities), alegal 
(alegal-existing outside the concept of law), and automated (programmable: code could be 
law), make it a viable candidate for adoption in space governance.” 


Who better to test this out than J.P. Morgan? After all, they launched Onyx in 2020 to create 
the world’s first bank-led blockchain platform. That same division thought it might be fun to 
test it out in space and created SpaceBridge to show how a blockchain-based satellite-to-sat- 
ellite payment would work. Watch the demo here, J.P. Morgan announced that they tested the 
world’s first bank-led tokenized value transfer in space, executed via smart contracts on a block- 
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chain network established between satellites orbiting the earth. The announcement states that 
“space exploration is becoming increasingly well-funded and presents an exciting opportuni- 
ty to deploy financial technology to create a brand-new payments infrastructure leveraging 
blockchain.’ 


But J.P. Morgan isn’t the only thug on the “block” working on building this infrastructure. Here 
is just a brief snapshot of some others: 


NASA 


In 2020 NASA solicited for the development of blockchain that could enhance operational ef- 
ficiency for managing distributed space missions, among other things. NASA put together an 
early research paper illustrating the role and capabilities of blockchain usage within constella- 
tion and swarm satellite architectures, showing the use of smart contracts, distributed ledger, 
data exchanges, and logging and tracking of command and control events. It is a fairly detailed 
breakdown described in an easy to understand manner, worth taking a look at. 


NASA maintains daily summaries upon the ISS. On December 7th, 2022, their daily report in- 
cluded the following: 


“NanoRacks Module-83 was installed into NanoRacks Mainframe Alpha. Module-83 is a simple 
Plug-n-Play tech demo to test the usability of SoaceChains multi-signature security system as 
well as reliability of GOMSpace boards within the ISS environment. SpaceChain 2.0 validates the 
hardware and software needed for blockchain transactions between hardware on the ground 
and the space station. Relaying transactions to the space station protects them from physical 
attack, while multi-signature technology and secure satellite transmission provide more secu- 
rity from cyberattacks. The investigation also actively explores what types of space payloads 
could use blockchain.” 


SpaceChain 


SpaceChain declares that they are the world’s leading integrator of space, security, and block- 
chain. SpaceChain was recently founded in 2017 as a private company by Jeff Garzik, Nick 
Trudgen, and Zee Zheng, with headquarters in Singapore and regional offices in the UAE and 
UK. That said, in August 2022, SoaceChain announced that they were bringing on Cliff Beek as 
their new CEO to lead the global expansion and establish a global headquarters in the U.S. The 
lead investors are Google for Startups and the European Space Agency, followed by Eureka 
Network, Innovate UK, and Enterprise Singapore, and Beek will be focused on securing more 
investments. 


Cliff Beek’s former position was CEO of Cloud Constellation Corporation, who is also covered in 
this report, below. His goal is to expand SpaceChain’s product line of customized space nodes, 
smart contracts, digital asset transactions, and the integration of blockchain-enabled payloads 
onto satellite constellations. By November 2022, SpaceChain had launched its second Ethere- 
um Virtual Machine (EVM) payload, making it SpaceChain’s seventh blockchain payload into 
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space on the SpaceX Falcon 9 rocket. This included the integration of Velas which is said to be 
the world’s fasted EVM blockchain handling 50,000+ transactions per seconds. Installing it on 
the ISS via NanoRacks allows it to send Velas digital assets from space, including VLX, tokens 
and NFTs, and also incorporates smart contracts and coin minting. 


SpaceChain has an extensive 2023 document on the synergy of blockchain and space and why 
it’s needed, including a timeline of their involvement since their inception in 2017, space nodes, 
multisignature wallet service, and a myriad of satellite-based applications. They emphasize se- 
curity, open-source, and decentralization throughout. One thing they point out is that they 
have “developed a mobile device that lets you perform digital asset transactions for Bitcoin, 
Ethereum, and stablecoin at any time and anywhere, allowing you to connect to a network any- 
where you are. No ground infrastructure is needed as it communicates directly with satellites.’ 


IBM Space Tech 


IBM has long been involved with NASA and space. Just this year IBM partnered with NASA to 
“build an Al model that could speed up the analysis of satellite images and boost scientific dis- 
covery,’ in the name of climate change. They are working to make this “model” public through 
Hugging Face, an open-source Al platform. IBM Space has partnered with Cloud Constellation, 
and more recently Ubotica for space Al applications, reducing the dependence on ground sys- 
tems, Edge Computing in Space, blockchain for supply chains for space tech, deploying satel- 
lites, etc. Naeem Altaf, IBM’s CTO for SpaceTech says that government and financial applications 
will utilize space blockchain first, quickly followed by other industries.

Blockstream & Bitcoin 


Blockstream was the first to launch a satellite that could distribute Bitcoin blockchain, back in 
2017.“While our core satellite network is designed to distribute the bitcoin blockchain, we’ve 
also enabled service where anybody can send any data they want via our satellite network and 
then pay for it in bitcoin,’ stated Chris Cook, CTO of Blockstream. 


Cryptosat 


In January 2023, Cryptosat launched its second “cryptographically-equipped” satellite, called 
Crypto2, carried by SpaceX’s Falcon 9 which was also carrying 114 satellites for multiple global 
operators. Crypto1’s goal, launched in May last year, was to provide blockchain applications, 
and Crypto2 was to provide additional computational power. 
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Cryptosat’s co-founder Yan Michalevsky said “there is a lot of need for this ... If we're looking 
into protocols, especially in Web3, there are whole financial systems and smart contract sys- 
tems, kind of like digital legal agreements that depend on the trustworthiness of the cryptog- 
raphy behind it.’ 


China 


In July 2023, China's Tai’an Star Era 16 launched as the first ever satellite to carry a blockchain 
imaging and screening system into orbit. The blockchain system is referred to as ADAChain 
and was developed by NationStar Aerospace Technology Co. with the capabilities of on-orbit 
visual blockchain multi-signature authentication, video visual broadcasting, and visual remote 
sensing data storage certificate confirmation. It is allegedly for the use of obtaining spectral 
information on agriculture, water resource management, investigating mineral resources, envi- 
ronmental monitoring, and emergency safety. 


Deloitte 


Deloitte has their eyes on space as well. Why wouldn't they? They've been a champion of block- 
chain and digital assets for years. In fact, on September 12, 2023 Deloitte announced it’s strate- 
gic alliance with Bitwave to “revolutionize asset accounting and compliance.’ By using Bitwave's 
software that has the capability of automating the flow of data from over 70 blockchains and 
decentralized finance systems into ERP systems, combined with Deloitte’s accounting, tax and 
governance, and risk expertise, they can provide services to companies who utilize digital assets. 


This will streamline crypto payments, automate accounting, and of course adjust for taxes while 
being compliant on a global level. Not to get too off topic but Patrick White, the co-founder and 
CEO of Bitwave, once enjoyed a BBQ at Bill Gates’ home when interning at Microsoft. That was 
his most “interesting story” that happened to him since he began his career, when asked the 
question in an interview. 


When it comes to outer space, Deloitte says that they “strive to be the go-to professional ser- 
vices organization for commercial entities and government organizations involved in space.’ 
They have already advised “space-focused organizations across multiple government sectors, 
including defense, intelligence, and civilian, as well as more than 85% of the Fortune 500” and 
consider themselves to be “the world’s first professional services practice devoted to support- 


ing the entire space value chain.’ 


Deloitte’s two papers titled “A Space Perspective: Tech Trends 2019” and “The Commercial- 
ization of Low Earth Orbit” 2023, provide further insight into their assessment on the future 
of Space. Here are a few cliff notes: 


-Working in concert, techniques and capabilities such as computer vision, conversational voice, 


auditory analytics, and advanced augmented reality and virtual reality can transform the ways 
we engage with machines, data, and each other. 
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- Advanced global connectivity can extend Al, image recognition, facial recognition, and other 
tools into the field. 

- Learn from the use of Al, Blockchain, digital transformation, and more in other industries to 
manage and secure the tsunami of data. 


- The Air Force's use of the Space Enterprise Consortium (SpEC) provides a new and faster way 
to procure prototypes and capabilities with non-traditional industry partners that will acceler- 
ate use of digital transformation technology. 


- The creation of a portfolio architect for space acquisition and systems development represents 
a new way to remove silos and approach transformation for the long run. 

Deloitte, SpaceX, big Gov, and others like to tempt everyone with “human spaceflight,’ “trips 
to Mars and the Moon,’ and nifty “space elevators,’ when it’s a manipulation tactic to distract 
people from the true agenda. They are glamorizing Space as the new Hollywood and everyone 
gets to be a star in their own movie. “Millions watched the return of human spaceflight from 
U.S. soil on commercial vehicles, private astronaut missions are gaining traction, and a variety 
of potentially game-changing vehicles are being designed and tested. Coverage across news, 
streaming, and social platforms has once again thrust human space exploration to the forefront 
of the public eye,” stated Deloitte in their 2023 paper. That’s the plan — to keep everyone's eyes 
on the movie instead of the documentary rolling out. 


Did U.S. astronauts actually land on the moon back in 1969? It’s a viable question. The moon 
is allegedly over 238,000 miles from the earth on average, while the average distance to Mars 
is 140 million miles. The alleged upcoming 2026 mission to Saturn is a mere 746 million miles 
from earth, on its closest day. Aside from vast distances, there is an astronomical amount of 
radiation to combat, hence NASA’s issue with going beyond low earth orbit today. See here, 
and here.

NASA awarded up to $140 million to Axiom Space and a combined $415 million to Jeff Bezos’ 
Blue Origin, NanoRacks, and Northrop Grumman to phase in new commercial destinations by 
2030. They would like four commercial space stations with Blue Origin and Sierra Nevada's “Si- 
erra Space” to build out “Orbital Reef?’ NanoRacks, Voyager Space, and Lockheed Martin to build 
out “Starlab,’ Northrop Grumman to build its commercial space station, and ISS to act as a com- 
mercial destination until it’s phased out. 


Surely, 2030 is just a coincidence. And, don’t get your hopes up for space tourism because 
they've warned that only 1 or 2 of these commercial space stations for human and cargo travel 
to the Moon and Mars will succeed. Plus, it’s going to take billions to make this all happen. It’s 
a good thing they've swept trillions under the rug to save up for this endeavor. Besides, one 
space industry leader has already made it clear that “humans are the weakest link in space ex- 
ploration.’

What is Space Fence? According to Lockheed Martin, it is the world’s most advanced radar. It is 
the second generation space surveillance system to track space debris in earth’s orbit as well 
as Satellites, and is operated by the U.S. Space Force. As with all “solutions,” an issue arose back 
in 2009 when two communications satellites collided, causing a large amount of Space debris, 
which of course required immediate action to expand on the surveillance network with an up- 
graded system having the capabilities to zero in on much smaller debris at 10 times the amount 
of the previous system, by utilizing S-band radar. The original system had been transferred from 
the U.S. Navy to the U.S. Air Force back in 2004, after 40 years of Navy control. 
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In 2014, construction finally began, with Lockheed Martin as the prime contractor, and General 
Dynamics and AMEC assisting. The primary base location is located at PPF9+CG7, Kwajalein Atoll, 
Marshall Islands. Lockheed Martin had put together a theatrical 6-min video on Space Fence 
about the imminent threat of debris to America’s Space assets and how Space Fence will revolu- 
tionize Space situational awareness with assured surveillance coverage. On March 27, 2020, the 
U.S. Space Force declared the $1.5 billion Space Fence infrastructure to be operational. 


According to Lockheed Martin’s web page, Space Fence “provides uncued detection, tracking 
and accurate measurement of space objects, including satellites and orbital debris, primarily 
in low-earth orbit (LEO)...It also significantly improves the timelines with which operators can 
detect space events.’ It can detect objects as small as a marble and provide cover in geosyn- 
chronous orbit all while maintaining a surveillance fence. 


Space Fence isn’t just for tracking debris. The 20th Space Surveillance Squadron at Eglin Air 
Force Base makes up a 250-member squadron that conducts around the clock command and 
control operations of two weapon systems: the phased array radar and Space Fence. 


A second Space Fence station was to be built in western Australia, but there has been no men- 
tion of that construction or funding. In 2021, Lt. Gen. Stephen Whiting, head of Space Opera- 
tions Command, spoke out about the need for the second station, as they were currently track- 
ing over 35,000 space objects. He had also said that a new program was being developed called 
the “Deep Space Advanced Radar Capability(DARC),’ which could handle some of the capabili- 
ties the second Space Fence could provide. “The DARC system will affordably field an advanced, 
24/7 all-weather capabilities, not supported in any existing ground-based radar,’ Whiting stat- 
ed. This new system is supposed to be operational in 2025, along with two additional sites 
planned. 
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For additional photos, diagrams, and information pertaining to Space Fence, the eoPortal is a 
site supported by the European Space Agency that covers space related topics and endeavors, 
including Space Fence - with no endorsement by Corey's Digs as to the validity of content. 


Companies and defense contractors are also working on space-tracking systems. For example, 
LeoLabs, a Silicon Valley company founded in 2016 to track satellites and orbital debris, has 
already setup six operation radar sites in Alaska, Texas, Costa Rica, Australia, and two in Azores 
Archipelago, with a goal to install radars in 24 locations worldwide. They recently announced a 
partnership with U.S. defense contractor SAIC to build a space-tracking software platform. 


As of October 1, 2023, the U.S. Army’s Joint Tactical Ground Station Missile warning system 
officially transferred to the U.S. Space Force, following the transfer of the Army’s Satellite Com- 
munications back in August 2022. JTAGS process satellite data and disseminate ballistic missile 
warnings. For the first time ever, all military SATCOM capabilities were consolidated under one 
service and transferred 200 civilians and 300 military personnel from the Army to the Space 
Force, with the 53rd Space Operations Squadron in charge under Delta 8. 


Space Force is currently in the process of drafting up “guidelines” for the use of commercial 
satellites to integrate them into military activities. This “soon to be released commercial space 
strategy” involves the U.S. military relying on commercial companies during peacetime and 
wartime. “My hope is that this will bring some clarity to the industry so that they can globally 
support and augment inherently governmental and military activities that we project from the 
space domain,’ explained U.S. Chief of Space Operations Gen. Chance Saltzman. 


| wanted to glean a little more insight into Space Fence and other activities taking place in our 
atmosphere, so | reached out to the extraordinary writer and researcher Elena Freeland, who 
has published numerous books on Space Fence, chemtrails, electromagnetics, nanotechnol- 
ogy, HAARP, geoengineering, transhumanism, full spectrum dominance, and the Deep State, 
showing how the environment has been weaponized against us.

She went 
on to say that “Lockheed Martin is number one in the world for 
arms Sales and is the one that owns all the patents, to my knowl-

edge, for the Space Fence.’ In regards to Space Fence, she said [RRS esIneNvannn Navaranen 


that “it’s like turning your devices into nodes on the smart grid.” 
Freeland believes that they completely own the ionosphere and — TJ. COLES, LOBSTER MAGAZINE

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have control of the magnetosphere, and achieved this by 2013 because of HAARP. She also 
believes that the Schumann resonance is being adjusted by the same people who have this 
control. 


In Freeland’s second book, she began with explaining Operation Cloverleaf which utilized the 
HAARP system in conjunction with particulate matter that had to be in the sky in order to be 
able to run all of the wireless programs they needed to run. 


This may sound a little crazy to those just now learning about weather manipulation and other 
technologies the U.S. has been utilizing for years, but there is ample documentation on this. In 
a 1996 paper titled Weather as a Force Multiplier: Owning the Weather in 2025 for the US. Air 
Force, they have a section designated specifically to “Communications Dominance via lono- 
spheric Modification,’ not to mention, “Artificial Weather.’ 


The report states, “In 2025, US aerospace forces can own the weather by capitalizing on emerg- 
ing technologies and focusing development of those technologies to war fighting applications. 
Such a capability offers the war fighter tools to shape the battlespace in ways never before pos- 
sible. It provides opportunities to impact operations across the full spectrum of conflict and is 
pertinent to all possible futures ... The technology is there, waiting for us to pull it all together. 


In 2025 We Can ‘Own The Weather’... 


In 1957, the president’s advisory committee on weather control explicitly recognized the mil- 
itary potential of weather-modification, warning in their report that it could become a more 
important weapon than the atom bomb.” 


In the article by Amy Worthington on Global Research, titled “Chemtrails: Aerosol and Electro- 
magnetic Weapons in the Age of Nuclear War” from 2004, it provides information on numerous 
operations and weapons along with over 90 cited sources. It gets into weapons by frequen- 
cies, plasma, electromagnetic, sonic, ultrasonic, laser, chemical, environmental, electronic, and 
more, and explains how it all directly ties into capabilities via Space. 


We briefly discussed CERN and their obsession with the magnetosphere, electromagnetic grid 
on earth, and satanic rituals around opening up other dimensions, which Corey’s Digs has re- 
ported on. It should be noted that CERN also has immunities. 


Freeland’s biggest concern seemed to be about nanotechnology, stating that “the nanotech is 
the sealant of all of this. This nanotech is actually another Manhattan project because it takes 
place on the atomic level — laying atom next to atom next to atom....The nano part is the most 
mysterious and most dangerous to our species because now they’ve got it in the serums and 
jab everybody and get more nanotech into them, but we all have nanotech because we've 
been breathing it for 25 years. And so, it’s the nanotech that will be the real nodes, in a way, 
that plug the human being deeply into the secret space programs that come out of the Space 
Fence lockdown.’ 
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In a Corey's Digs report by The Sharp Edge, she reported that in 2021, the White House ‘Nation- 
al Nanotechnology Initiative Strategic Plan’ emphasized the critical importance of developing 
nanotechnology to fuel progress in areas such as drug delivery systems, noting the success of 
using nanomaterials in the Covid injections and “new efforts to develop nanoparticle ‘univer- 
sal’ vaccines,’ while also acknowledging the contributions of nanotech in advancing quantum 
computing and artificial intelligence.

Lynn: And so the digital ID is nothing more than a hall pass. 


Freeland: Yes. Then the global village has battle space, | call it, and this concept of the smart 
cities and 15 minute cities, these are definite nodes being defined for the battle space. And you 
might wonder, battle space with who? It’s with the humans versus those who despise human- 
ity, ie: satanists. 


Up there, let’s think of it as Elon Musk’s Neuralink. Let's think of it as a mesh, a grid and there are 
all kinds of energy systems that are producing, including the sun, producing the energy lines 
that one needs in order to have that as the canopy of operation.

The satellite is playing quite a role here. If we look at the satellite, and say we got a map around 
the earth... | think you would see that grid I’m talking about. Around the circumference of the 
earth are tons and tons of heavy metal particulates that are making an antenna around the 
earth, much like Saturns rings. That’s going to be very key. That's for communications... every- 
thing is about space and about being Gods and running this solar system. 


Lynn: In regards to the space-based solar systems, do you think that’s merely a cover story and 
they don’t plan to beam anything down at all or do you actually think they are going to be 
beaming something destructive toward us? 


Freeland: I’m assuming they've got a variety of things. The main thing they are most interested 
in, and this is very interesting, is the plasma, because the sun of course is made of plasma, and 
they are doing mass experiments in our atmosphere with plasma. All those clouds that we see 
above us, those are all plasma clouds, those are not natural clouds — not the way they used to 
be. They are not filled with moisture by any way, shape or form, because they need dry atmo- 
sphere for communications, and communications include the whole CS5ISR. 


Lynn: So you are saying that moisture in the air will mess with their signals? 


Freeland: Yes, communications will not be good. They’ve got to have it dry for all of their oper- 
ations.

Lynn: That's why we are dealing with drought and bad soil and all of this stuff. 
Freeland: Yes. 


We concluded our conversation agreeing on the point that a higher consciousness is needed to 
battle these fronts and that self healing and protections are viable for those who do the work. 
Freeland insists that no one should have a television or smart phone because they are ultimate- 
ly weapons. 


In a Corey’s Digs report by The Sharp Edge, it breaks down the funding going into some of the 
tech talked about above, as well as advancements already made. This is just a short segment 
from this in depth report: 


Rapid advancements in biotech, nanotech, and brain-computer interface have taken place over 
the past few years. In a prescient discussion on “Neurobiology and War” at West Point in 2018, 
Dr. Charles Morgan, who previously worked for the CIA, discussed the future of warfare within 
5 years, given the developments of emerging technologies in the arenas of biotech, nanotech 
and human-machine interface. 


Morgan discussed the weaponization of gene editing CRISPR technology to program cells to 
kill specific people or induce memory loss, as well as the use of designer drugs, known as DRE- 
ADDS, that can be remotely controlled when the brain is exposed to electromagnetic stimula- 
tion. 


(As a side note, remote control of the behavioral responses in test subjects can be achieved 
by using injected magnetic nanomaterials in conjunction with magnetic field manipulation, 
according to one recent study.) Additionally, Morgan presented “the new way to hide informa- 
tion” through technological developments in DNA encryption, by which one gram of DNA is 
capable of storing 700 terabytes of information. Morgan also discussed the use of brain-com- 
puter interface systems by the military and intelligence communities to “co-opt” the bodies of 
people in other parts of the world, to transfer thoughts and communications from human to 
human, to exploit biological species to become drones for spying, as well as to create a “hive 
brain” among a group of people. 


The U.S. 2022 Omnibus and NDAA funded nearly $7 billion toward these technological and 
scientific areas. Additionally, the Pentagon released an Electromagnetic Spectrum Superiority 
Strategy in 2020, with implementations of the strategy the following year. The EMS strategy 
includes advanced capabilities in Directed Energy Weapons (DEW). 


The DoD more than doubled spending on directed energy weapons from $535 million in 2017 
to $1.1 billion by 2019. By 2022, appropriations for directed energy research and development 
reached $745 million plus an additional $325 million for directed energy weapons procure- 
ment. 
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The Safe Zone: Space Laws 


The framework of global space governance is broken down into four areas: UN space treaties, 
UN voluntary guidelines, bilateral / multilateral agreements, and national / state laws. 


UN Space Treaties 


@ The “Limited Nuclear Test Ban Treaty,” prohibits nuclear weapons testing under water, in the 
atmosphere or in space. 


@ The “Treaty on Principles Governing the Activities of States in the Exploration and Use of Out- 
er Space including the Moon and Other Celestial Bodies,” referred to as the Outer Space Treaty 
or OST, includes: the use of space for peaceful purposes, bans appropriation of space or celes- 
tial bodies, prohibits weapons of mass destruction in space or on celestial bodies, considers all 
astronauts as envoys of mankind, and requires states to supervise their nations’ space activities. 


@ The“The Agreement on the Rescue of Astronauts, the Return of Astronauts, and the Return of 
Objects Launched into Outer Space,” known as the Rescue Agreement, requires states to rescue 


astronauts during accidents or emergency landings and return astronauts and space objects to 
their state of origin. 


@ The “Convention on International Liability for Damage Caused by Space Objects,’ known as 
the Liability Convention, breaks down the liability of states for damages created by space ob- 


jects and outlines the procedures for settling claims. 


@ The “Convention on Registration of Objects Launched into Outer Space,” referred to as the 
Registration Convention, requires states to maintain a registry of their space objects and sub- 
mit data to the UN regarding the objects launched into space. 
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@ The“The Agreement Governing the Activities of States on the Moon and Other Celestial Bod- 
ies,” known as the Moon Treaty, which was not signed by the U.S., Russia, China or the European 


Space Agency, requires the Moon to be used for peaceful purposes and bans weapons of mass 
destruction, weapons testing, or military installations on the Moon. 


UN Voluntary International Guidelines 
These guidelines are non-binding and voluntary 


@ The “Declaration of Legal Principles Governing the Activities of States in the Exploration and 
Use of Outer Space” outlines the legality of space activities. 


@The “Declaration of Guiding Principles on the Use of Satellite Broadcasting for the Free Flow 


of Information, the Spread of Education and Greater Cultural Exchange,” provides principles for 
the use of satellite broadcasting to benefit all countries. 


@ The “Principles Relating to Remote Sensing of the Earth from Outer Space,” provides princi- 
ples for using remote sensing for the benefit of all countries. 


@ The “Principles Relevant to the Use of Nuclear Power Sources in Outer Space,” provides guide- 
lines for nuclear power sources in outer space to reduce radioactive material and associated 


risks. 


@ The “Declaration on International Cooperation in the Exploration and Use of Outer Space for 


the Benefit and in the Interest of All States, Taking into Particular Account the Needs of Devel- 
oping Countries,” encourages international cooperation on space exploration programs. 


Bilateral and Multilateral Soace Agreements 


@ There are many bilateral and multilateral agreements between countries on joint space activ- 
ities, some of which can be found here. 


@ The “Artemis Accords,’ is a multilateral agreement including the U.S. on a set of principles that 
focuses on shared cooperation in exploration and extraction of resources on the Moon, Mars, 
comets and asteroids. 


U.S. Legislation 


@ The “National Aeronautics and Space Act of 1958,” known as the NAS Act, placed control of 
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U.S. space activities under NASA with the exception of weapons development and military op- 
erations which is controlled by the DOD. 


@ The “Communications Satellite Act of 1962,” known as the Comsat Act, authorized U.S. par- 
ticipation in an international cooperation agreement on a satellite communications network 
known as Intelsat. In 2000, the Orbit Act was passed which transformed Intelsat into a private 
for-profit company. (See key dates and info on this under the Satellites section above). 


@ “Title 51 — National and Commercial Space Programs,” governs NASA, scientific research relat- 
ed to space, commercial activity, remote sensing, and the International Space Station. 


@ The “National Aeronautics and Space Administration Authorization Act of 2010,” focuses on 
human spaceflight programs, the International Space Station, and commercial space transport 
of cargo and humans to the ISS. 


@ The “U.S. Space Launch Competitiveness Act,” authorizes the commercial recovery, posses- 
sion, use, and sale of asteroid and space resources. 


@ The National Defense Authorization Act of 2019 established Space Force, anew branch of the 
U.S. military, to maintain space superiority in orbital warfare, space electromagnetic warfare, 
space battle management, space access and sustainment, military Intelligence, cyber opera- 
tions, and engineering and acquisitions. 


@ Several U.S. states listed here have enacted laws to encourage commercial space activity. 


These treaties with “agreements” and “volunteer guidelines” all seem like a farce. First off, any- 
thing drafted up through the UN means that all internal documents and bank records are in- 
violable. They have layers and layers of immunities and privileges that nearly exceed that of a 
diplomatic immunity. Thanks to the heads of countries dating back to 1945, they have been 
operating entirely outside the law ever since. Read Corey’s Digs in depth report on this here. 


Second, all U.S. legislation is merely there for the benefit of the government and those in the 
shadow government. It does nothing to protect citizens. It advances their agenda, commercial- 
izes space with satellites, space stations, mining, objects, and more. 


Third, despite these treaties and agreements, countries have not been abiding by them and 
there is obvious conflict between countries, as well as a space race taking place. 


Will there be any oversight, transparency, enforcement, or protections for civilians when it 
comes to surveillance, weapons, control through technology, financial infrastructure, privacy 
and data? It is highly unlikely. Is this the ultimate off-shore haven for the corrupt? It sure seems 
that way.

It’s definitely worth the read, as it breaks down laws in a handful of other countries and 
gives more background on some of the legislation, treaties, and accords. 


Giant Leap: Digital Currency Moving Faster Than a Rocket 


“Fast Payment Systems” (FPS) are moving “fast” through over 60 countries, the FedNow gateway 
is up and running, the cross-border gateway test has already succeeded through BIS, numerous 
countries are piloting digital currencies, ISO standards changed this year to add more data, 
blockchain and crypto have launched to Space, CBDCs are everyone's focus but not immediate- 
ly necessary to lock in their plan, and the battle is on for the future of global currency. 

In order to keep this section short while providing the necessary receipts, below is a consoli- 
dated bullet point breakdown on how quickly things are moving, by combining research, past 
reports on Corey’s Digs, and an excellent breakdown by Coin Bureau. A short recap follows. 


«In this 2022 Bank for International Settlements (BIS) report they make a very significant state- 
ment on page 13: 


“It needs to be noted that many of these features can, in isolation, be offered by other payment 
innovations, and many gaps could be addressed through regulation and sound oversight ar- 
rangements.’ CBDC’s may not be necessary because “combining different payment innovations 
such as open application programming interfaces (APIs), fast payment services, contactless 
chips and QR codes could achieve many of the same goals.’ They go on to state, “This is partic- 
ularly true when accompanied by robust regulatory and oversight arrangements that public 
authorities can use to catalyse private sector players, enforce sound governance arrangements 
and foster required coordination and collaboration.” 


They sum it up with this: “What is truly different about CBDC is that it is a direct claim on the 
central bank. It is an open question for central banks whether CBDCs or other policy interven- 
tions are the best fit for their jurisdiction. Yet if a CBDC is to be issued (for financial inclusion or 
other motives), interviews with central banks clearly point to the importance of inclusive de- 
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sign elements to successfully promote inclusive outcomes,’ and follow it up with a section on 
interviews with central banks. 


@ In a separate 2022 BIS report, they state that they intend to develop an international CBDC 
system that will be in sync with the Fast Payment Systems (FPS). More on FPS below. 


@ In a 2021 World Bank report, they state that a “CBDC network and a fast payments network 
do not necessarily have to compete. One potential option in this space would be using a CBDC 
as a settlement currency for a fast payment system. This may be particularly attractive in a 
cross-border context, where settlement risk is high today due to slow and inefficient processes 
for cross-border payments.” 


And in a separate report by the World Bank that same year, specific to cross-border Fast Pay- 
ments, they explained that “any stakeholders developing a cross-border FPS should account 
for the introduction and expansion of CBDC to determine the feasibility of including CBDC ina 
cross-border FPS arrangement. This includes the development of flexible interfaces (for exam- 
ple, using APIs) as part of a cross-border FPS arrangement that would allow for a future linkage 
with a CBDC network(s).’ 


@ Currently, over 60 countries have a FPS in place, and several others have announced their 
plans to go live. According to the World Bank, “the basic principle among all the countries re- 
mains the same — that is, to provide a real-time, 24/7 fund-transfer facility.’ The progress and 
specifics of the FPS systems in each country can be tracked on the World Bank’s global tracker. 
The World Bank began running test programs and studies with banks and later published their 
preliminary analysis of global developments in 2020 with an emphasis on how the “pandemic” 
played such an important role in the need for FPS, then in 2021 put out a press release an- 
nouncing the soon-to-be-launched toolkit for their new Fast Payment Systems (FPS) to assist 
countries with getting on board. Guess who helped out with this endeavor? 


“This project would not have been possible without the generous support of the Bill and Melin- 
da Gates Foundation and the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of the Kingdom of the Netherlands. The 
support is provided through the Financial Inclusion Support Framework program.” 


The Bill and Melinda Gates Foundation granted $9.2 million to the World Bank for “accelerating 
adoption of fast payment systems in low-income countries” in September 2022. Bill Gates is a 
front man with three big tax exempt organizations that the corrupt move their money through. 
They need him to be the target so eyes aren’t on them. 


@ In 2017, The Clearing House created the real-time payments (RTP) platform for all federally 
insured U.S. depository institutions. This allowed for the instant electronic transfer of money 
between banks in the U.S. A similar system exists in 176 countries. Whereas, with Fast Payment 
Systems (FPS), the instant settlement of funds takes place for both the payer and payee. This 
involves moving money through online banking or third parties via mobile applications, some 
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of which also integrate QR codes. 


Non-banks can participate by connecting to the central infrastructure of the FPS by signing 
an agreement with a sponsor bank that settles their transactions at the RTGS system. Since 
the RTP network allows third parties to enable proxy payments, PayPal and Venmo are already 
connected, and TCH has partnered with Zelle to provide settlement payments. Rules, payment 
arrangements and access criteria vary by country. A more in depth explanation of this, as well 
as some country specific details, can be found here. 


In the World Bank’s report, they talk about how biometric authentication by customers pro- 
vides superior security and how it’s becoming increasingly common. 


@ Incorporating QR codes (scan-to-pay) is a goal to get more people to adopt using FPS. The 
Federal Reserve has a page dedicated to how great QR codes are. The “Faster Payments Council” 
(FPC) has also created a page dedicated to utilizing QR codes for “faster payments,’ stating that 
China has increased their use of QR codes 15-fold, reaching $1.3 trillion U.S. in the fourth quar- 
ter of 2019. They go on to explain how QR codes are going to take off and check all the boxes for 
providing an easy interface, offering a layer of tokenization, and “take advantage of an existing 
consumer understanding of the technology.’ 


The FPC produced a 19-page white paper on QR codes for faster payments in July 2022. They 
want a “standardized certification program covering all major mobile devices and operating 
systems” and “extensible standards with the ability to offer value-added services such as mer- 
chant offers, coupons and tokenization.” 


For these reasons, the FPC formed the End-User QR Code Interface Work Group, chaired by 
Walmart’s Matt Howarter. Walmart was one of the early adopters of payment via QR code. They 
implemented Walmart Pay years ago. This article gives a good breakdown on the history of QR 
code use in the U.S. and some other countries. 


@ The Faster Payments Council also has a bi-monthly podcast called “Off the Rails from the U.S. 
Faster Payments” for those who wish to follow their updates. 


@ In the 2021 Fast Payment Systems report by the World Bank, they talked about Crypto assets, 
stating that “crypto assets appear to be on the rise globally, including some that certain indi- 
viduals and firms consider to be a medium of exchange. If these crypto assets with payment 
capabilities gain more mainstream acceptance, a question will arise as to whether or how they 
shall or could become interoperable with existing payment systems, including fast payment 
arrangements.” 


The Coin Bureau points out the significance of this for both the cryptos that are already interop- 


erable with the ISO 20022 standard and other cryptos because central banks could replace 
stablecoins with fast payment systems and CBDCs, which means crypto prices would be con- 
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trolled, and go on to suggest that a decentralized stablecoin needs to be built asap. 


In an August 22, 2023 report on BIS’ site titled ‘Financial stability risks from cryptoassets in 
emerging market economies’ BIS sheds more light on this, concluding that “Authorities face a 


number of policy options to address risks in crypto assets, ranging from outright bans to con- 
tainment to regulation. Bans and containment - if they are effective —- may prevent financial 
stability risks from arising. At the same time, there are risks if central banks and regulators react 
in an excessively prohibitive manner. For instance, activities may be driven into the shadows, 
and it may be more difficult to influence responsible actors in the sector. More generally, new 
approaches should not be automatically classified as ‘dangerous’ simply because they are dif- 
ferent. Responsible innovation, technology and new players can reduce frictions and inefficien- 
cies in payment systems and lower barriers to entry. Throughout history, technology has been 
key to driving improvement and increasing the resilience of financial services. While crypto-re- 
lated activities have not fulfilled their stated goals to date, the technology could still be applied 
in various constructive ways. Creating a regulatory framework to channel innovation into such 
socially useful directions will remain a key challenge in the future.” 


Also covered in this report, they state “Recently, the industry has been giving more thought 
to how this technology could be integrated with Fast Payments. For example, some players in 
the industry believe that connecting the latter to existing distributed ledgers would facilitate 
programmable Fast Payments.’ 


This is where the QR codes come into play. If this technology can be programmable, that means 
central banks can control what you buy, not to mention governments. This was covered in 


depth in the book titled, “The Global Landscape on Vaccine ID Passports’, by Corey Lynn. 


@ FedNow is the new instant payment infrastructure created by the Federal Reserve that 
launched this year. They kicked off with 35 early-adopting banks and credit unions, as well as 
the U.S. Department of the Treasury's Bureau of the Fiscal Service, and over a dozen service pro- 
viders. This adds yet another gateway or “rail” for moving funds through banks quickly. 


The Federal Reserve is using Swift’s MyStandards platform to provide access to the FedNow ISO 
20022 message specifications. 


@ The messaging standards report talks about ISO 20022. It’s international and interoperable 
which was first developed in 2004 and was set to launch in November 2022, but didn’t go live 
until March 2023. In another words, this standard in financial messaging was created nearly two 
decades ago with a target date of 20022. 


The most widely promoted advantage of ISO 20022 is data. “Each data element is highly struc- 
tured and is defined in the same way, not just in payments but across any use, whether capital 
markets, cards, or e-invoicing...the format can support both structured and unstructured data, 
and considerably more data at that.’ 
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Banks and corporations are briskly working to get everything moved over, with a 2025 deadline 
on the horizon.

@ The BIS Innovation Hub is in its fourth year, with five concluded projects and 21 in the works, 
with 15 of the 26 projects focused on CBDCs. They've been very busy. One particular project 
called Nexus focuses on cross-border payments with the ability to connect all of the Fast Pay- 
ment Systems so countries can add the Nexus gateway. They ran a 12-month proof of con- 
cept between the Eurosystem, Malaysia and Singapore to show how Nexus can accelerate the 
growth of instant cross-border payments. In their 2023 report they stated that this “opens the 
door to other alternative payments infrastructure, such as CBDCs, to connect to Nexus.” This 
was followed up with a report on September 28, 2023 showing the successful test on cross-bor- 
der wholesale CBDCs that was tested through BIS and central banks of France, Singapore and 
Switzerland. They state that “this could form the basis for a new generation of financial market 
infrastructures.” 


To recap, BIS, Central Banks and financial institutions, the World Bank, Federal Reserve, and the 
Bill and Melinda Gates Foundation (front) have been very busy rolling out a digital financial plan 
for the near future. They've made great strides while many distractions have been taking place 
to keep everyone's focus off it. In fact, the FedNow gateway that rolled out at 35 major bank 
chains have been testing their gateway for months, unknowingly to most consumers. Banks 
even state that the consumer doesn’t need to worry about which rail their money sails through, 
because the bank will choose the best one for them. Isn’t that wonderful? So just imagine when 
other gateways and networks are formed. Most people will only recognize that their money 
was sent or arrived quicker than before, “somehow.” Meanwhile, J.P. Morgan, Bitcoin, and others 
are already working on transacting via space through blockchain. With BIS at the helm, diligent- 
ly working on Nexus and CBDCs, it seems only a matter of time before banks piggyback the Fast 
Payment Systems over to CBDCs with biometric authentication and QR codes. How soon will 
all of these transactions be bouncing from satellite to satellite up in space? Does anyone truly 
believe that a “decentralized” blockchain is going to really be “decentralized?”

In Senate testimony, Alan Greenspan was talking about the “pro- 
ductivity miracle” supposedly being driven by technology in- 
vestment. In those days, “The Maestro” was implicitly regarded 
as possessing superhuman wisdom, which he, of course, used 
benevolently in his role as the guardian of the U.S. economy. Per- 
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haps then he was smart enough to know that Productivity is simply calculated as Sales/Hours 
Worked. As Fed Chairman, and as an economist, could he have not known that this was being 
driven by falling hours worked, by people losing their jobs as U.S. manufacturing was being 
shut down and outsourced, and that spending was only being maintained through massive 
money creation and debt expansion. People were permitted and invited to go deeper into debt 
while losing their livelihoods; that was the “miracle.” 


While the tax bases of state and local governments were being gutted, the Fed’s monetary 
policy was inflating a massive bubble in financial assets. In recognition of these two facts, 
what could The Maestro have advocated? If the objective had been to serve the interests of 
the public, one would have recommended taxing the windfall financial gains being driven by 
the monetary policy, and cycling the proceeds into fiscal support to communities, which were 
losing their tax base. The opposite was done. Taxes on dividends and capital gains were cut 
substantially. State and local governments were forced to increase taxes, while cutting services. 
This deliberate choice would destroy cities, towns, communities, and the people in them. This 
is why home foreclosures and utility delinquencies were going to record levels. And this is why 
the calculation of economic data was being changed, including that of the DLQTFORE Index. 


What is the job of the Fed Chairman? In the case of The Maestro it seems to have been to ob- 
fuscate what was really happening. Why would he do that? Answer: The Fed chairman does not 
work for the public; he works for the people who own and control the Fed. You are not allowed 
to know who these people are. Why would the people who control the Fed wish to obfuscate 
what was happening? 


Now we are getting somewhere. 
There is something much, much bigger behind this.

How was debt expanded while credit conditions were deteriorating? It was necessary to cre- 
ate a massive, audacious illusion: that there was no risk, specifically that there need be no 
concern about the ability of borrowers to repay financial obligations. The scheme worked so 
well that banks discontinued their risk underwriting functions, while offering mortgages for 
more than the purchase price of a home, so that borrowers received cash back at the closing. 
Loans could even be given to people who were unemployed and had no income—just what 
was needed. 


The entire global financial system was moved aggressively to origination and securitization 
of loans into Asset-Backed Securities, and to filling balance sheets with these securities. With 
the illusion of risk-free return, demand for these Asset-Backed Securities was so high that 
they were sold many times over on a synthetic basis, i.e., as derivative instruments. There was 
a Dilbert comic in which the evil Dogbert said, “’Prospectus is Latin. It means close your eyes 
and open your mouth.” 


This was enabled with remarkable sophistry, and with Credit Default Obligations (CDOs), 
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“miracles of modern finance’, as Greenspan called them. When questioned about the risk ex- 
posures, he said, “Presumably, the risk will be born by those best able to bear that risk-’In lay- 
ing the groundwork for this, Robert Rubin and Larry Summers had joined Greenspan, billed 
by Time Magazine as the “Three Marketeers” and as “The Committee to Save the World.” They 
had presided over the repeal of key sections of the Glass-Steagall Act, which had separated 
commercial and investment banking since 1933. By 2002, the notional amount of derivatives 
outstanding had reached twice the size of the global economy; just six years later it had 
reached ten times global GDP. About 10% of this was Credit Default Obligations; CDOs alone 
had reached the size of global GDP. 


Invented in the 1990s, Asset-Backed Securities were created by forming a pool of financial 
obligations (e.g., mortgages, credit card receivables, boat loans) and then carving up the pool 
into a series of tranches with ascending risk ratings. The idea was that any defaults would be 
absorbed by the lowest-rated tranches. This would allow the highest tranche to be rated 
AAA. But there was a problem. Wall Street had difficulty selling the lower-rated tranches, 
which bore the risk of default. This is why the Credit Default Obligation became so important. 
It was the linchpin. With a swap of the default risk, the entire pool could be rated AAA. 


In the aftermath of the Global Financial Crisis it eventually became known that tens of trillions 
in losses in derivative positions were housed in the biggest banks, which were then bailed 
out with newly created money. The prime brokers would have failed, but to prevent that they 
were made banks and also received direct injections of created money from the Fed. No one 
was prosecuted. On the contrary, the perpetrators were rewarded with enormous bonuses. It 
was almost as if it had all gone according to plan. 


We have been overwhelmed with unpleasant and contradictory media “information.” This is 
by design. It is an intentional strategy, highly effective in shutting down critical thinking. | 
hope not to add to this burden. And so, a goal here is to be focused and concise, so as to 
not sap the attention of the reader. A further and more important goal is to provide not just 
information, but a synthesis of key information, allowing the reader to understand what is 
happening, why it is happening, why it is happening now, and what grand objective stands 
behind seemingly unrelated developments and events. It is important to note that what is 
exposed here is not conjecture. It is found in authentic primary source documents, in which 
the planners themselves lay out their plans. 


What is this book about? It is about the taking of collateral, all of it, the end game of this glob- 
ally synchronous debt accumulation super cycle. This is being executed by long-planned, 
intelligent design, the audacity and scope of which is difficult for the mind to encompass. 
Included are all financial assets, all money on deposit at banks, all stocks and bonds, and 
hence, all underlying property of all public corporations, including all inventories, plant and 
equipment, land, mineral deposits, inventions and intellectual property. Privately owned per- 
sonal and real property financed with any amount of debt will be similarly taken, as will the 
assets of privately owned businesses, which have been financed with debt. If even partially 
successful, this will be the greatest conquest and subjugation in world history. 
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We are now living within a hybrid war conducted almost entirely by deception, and thus 
designed to achieve war aims with little energy input. It is a war of conquest directed not 
against other nation states but against all of humanity. 


Private, closely held control of all central banks, and hence of all money creation, has allowed 
a very few people to control all political parties, governments, the intelligence agencies and 
their myriad front organizations, the armed forces, the police, the major corporations, and of 
course, the media. These very few people are the prime movers. Their plans are executed over 
decades. Their control is opaque. 


This time, what it [the system] will take is all of your property, or what you thought was your 
property. Here is your Central Bank Digital Currency deposited on your smart phone, so that 
you can buy milk. Noblesse Oblige! 


Money is an extremely efficient control system. People order themselves upon money in- 
centives, and thus difficult, dangerous and energy intensive overt physical control need not 
be employed broadly. But the money control system breaks down at the end of a monetary 
“super cycle”, with collapse in the Velocity of Money (Velocity, or VOM). This is a multi-decade 
process. 


Velocity is the number of times that a unit of currency is spent to buy goods and services in a 
period of time. This is measured by comparing the value of all goods and services produced 
in a period of time (Gross Domestic Product, or GDP), with the value of all cash and deposits 
which can be used nearly as easily as cash (Money Supply). 


Milton Friedman was an economist noted for the study of monetary history. In his book A 
Monetary History of the United States, 1867-1960, co-authored with Anna Schwartz, we find 
the following observation: 


“[W]e know enough to demonstrate rather conclusively that 
... velocity [of money] must have declined sharply from 
1880 to World War |...’ 


Collapse in VOM is exactly what was unfolding from the 19th century and leading up to the 
Great War. Within a few years, the Russian, Austro-Hungarian, and Ottoman empires ceased 
to exist, as did the Qing Dynasty. The German economy was destroyed. Then followed the 
Great Depression, the Second World War, and the slow collapse of the British Empire. No pop- 
ulations were unscathed. There were no winners. Or were there? 


While there was widespread deprivation, selected banking interests took the collateral of 
the thousands of banks which were forced to close, as well as of a great many people and 
businesses large and small—the indebted. In the U.S., gold held by the public was confiscat- 
ed. But most importantly, closely held secretive private control of central banks and money 
creation was maintained, as was the aforementioned control over society’s key institutions, 
including political parties, governments, intelligence agencies, armed forces, police, major 
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corporations, and media. 


The heirs to this control position have known for many decades that such a collapse in VOM 
would come again. They have been preparing. For them, it is an absolute imperative to re- 
main in control through the collapse and “Great Reset”; otherwise they risk being discovered, 
investigated and prosecuted. They are not doing it for us. There is no noble purpose. 


We are now living within a replay of this monetary phenomenon, i.e., a profound decline in 
VOM, which began when Velocity peaked in 1997. This was coincident with onset of a major 
global financial crisis, known as the Asian Financial Crisis, and it was followed within a few 
years by the Dot-Com Bubble and bust.

VOM has now contracted to a lower level than at any point during the Great Depression 
and world wars. Once the ability to produce growth by printing money has been exhausted, 
creating more money will not help. It is pushing on a string. The phenomenon is irrevers- 
ible. And so, perhaps announcement of the “Great Reset” has been motivated not by “Global 
Warming” or by profound insights into a “Fourth Industrial Revolution’, but rather by certain 
knowledge of the collapse of this fundamental monetary phenomenon, the implications of 
which extend far beyond economics. 


Something has been planned for us, but not for the reasons you have been given. How might 
we come to know something about the intentions of the planners? Perhaps, by examining 
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their preparations? There are now no property rights to securities held in book-entry form in 
any jurisdiction, globally. In the grand scheme to confiscate all collateral, dematerialization 
of securities was the essential first step. The planning and efforts began over half a century 
ago. That there was some great strategic purpose behind dematerialization is evidenced by 
the fact that the CIA was assigned the mission. 


The project leader was William (Bill) Dentzer, Jr., a career CIA operative [2]. By his admission 
in his own written memoir [3], he started his career working to establish anti-communist stu- 
dent organizations in Europe with the backing of the CIA. The CIA had arranged his draft de- 
ferment. He was then specifically assigned to the CIA and worked there openly for five years. 
Subsequently, he was “transferred” from the CIA to the task force which created the Agency 
for International Development (AID). He became Special Assistant to the first head of AID, 
and thereafter Special Assistant to the U.S. Coordinator of the Alliance for Progress, which 
was active in Latin America. He was then appointed Executive Secretary of the Clay Commit- 
tee, which lobbied for Congressional appropriations for AID. After three years as Director of 
AID in Peru, he was named Deputy U.S. Ambassador to the Organization of American States. 


The greatest subjugation in world history will have been made possible by the invention of a 
construct; a subterfuge; a lie: the “Security Entitlement.” 


Since their beginnings more than four centuries ago, tradable financial instruments were 
recognized under law everywhere as personal property (perhaps that is why they were called 
“securities”). It may come as a shock to you that this is no longer the case. 


In order to convey to you what has been done, let me start with an analogy: 


Let’s say that you have purchased an automobile for cash. Having no debt against the vehicle, 
you believe that you now own it outright. Despite that, the auto dealer has been allowed by a 
newly invented legal concept to treat your car as his asset, and to use it as collateral to borrow 
money for his own purposes. Now the auto dealer has become bankrupt, and your vehicle along 
with all of the others sold by the dealer are seized by certain secured creditors of the dealership, 
with no judicial review being necessary, as legal certainty was previously established that they 
have absolute power to take your car in the event of the bankruptcy of the dealer. 


Now, to be clear, | am not talking about your car! | am illustrating the horror and simplicity of 
the lie: You are led to believe that you own something, but someone else secretly controls it 
as collateral. And they have now established legal certainty that they have absolute power 
to take it immediately in the event of insolvency, and not your insolvency, but insolvency of 
the people who secretly gave them your property as collateral. It does not seem possible. But 
this is exactly what has been done with all tradable financial instruments, globally! The proof 
of this is absolutely irrefutable. This is wired to go now. 


Essentially all securities “owned” by the public in custodial accounts, pension plans and in- 


vestment funds are now encumbered as collateral underpinning the derivatives complex, 
which is so large—an order of magnitude greater than the entire global economy—that 
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there is not enough of anything in the world to back it. The illusion of collateral backing is 
facilitated by a daisy chain of hypothecation and re-hypothecation in which the same under- 
lying client collateral is re-used many times over by a series of secured creditors. And so it is 
these creditors, who understand this system, who have demanded even more access to client 
assets as collateral. 


It is now assured that in the implosion of “The Everything Bubble’, collateral will be swept up 
on a vast scale. The plumbing to do this is in place. Legal certainty has been established that 
the collateral can be taken immediately and without judicial review, by entities described 
in court documents as “the protected class.” Even sophisticated professional investors, who 
were assured that their securities are “segregated”, will not be protected. 


An enormous amount of sophisticated planning and implementation was sustained over de- 
cades with the purpose of subverting property rights in just this way. It began in the United 


States by amending the Uniform Commercial Code (UCC) in all 50 states. While this required 
many years of effort, it could be done quietly, without an act of Congress. 


These Are The Key Facts 
- Ownership of securities as property has been replaced with a new legal 
concept of a “security entitlement”, which is a contractual claim assuring 


a very weak position if the account provider becomes insolvent. 


- All securities are held in un-segregated pooled form. Securities used as 
collateral, and those restricted from such use, are held in the same pool. 


- All account holders, including those who have prohibited use of their 
securities as collateral, must, by law, receive only a pro-rata share of residual assets. 


-“Re-vindication,’ i.e. the taking back of one’s own securities in the event 
of insolvency, is absolutely prohibited. 


- Account providers may legally borrow pooled securities to collateralize 
proprietary trading and financing. 


“Safe Harbor” assures secured creditors priority claim to pooled 
securities ahead of account holders. 


- The absolute priority claim of secured creditors to pooled client 
securities has been upheld by the courts. 


Account providers are legally empowered to “borrow” pooled securities, without restriction. 
This is called “self help.” As we will see, the objective is to utilize all securities as collateral. 


| assure you that this is not conjecture. You would be greatly mistaken in dismissing this as 
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“conspiracy theory’, which is acommon reaction to so much unpleasantness. It is possible to 
really know about this. The documentation is absolutely irrefutable. 


In April of 2004, The European Commission Internal Markets and Services Director General 
proposed the “setting up of [sic] group of legal experts, as a specific exercise intended to 
address problems of legal uncertainty identified in the context of considering the way 
forward for clearing and settlement in the European Union” [4]. This became the Legal 
Certainty Group. 


Legal uncertainty sounds like a bad thing, and legal certainty sounds like a good thing. How- 
ever, the objective was merely to make it legally certain that secured creditors would be em- 
powered to immediately take client assets in a failure of a custodian. 


There will be a game of musical chairs. When the music stops, you will not have a seat. It is 
designed to work that way. 


It is time to ask: cui bono? Who benefits? It is certainly not the citizens, who have lost their 
property rights, who have been betrayed in this deception by their own governments. 


The reason given for this legislation on legal certainty is “demand for collateral” by “market 
participants.’ They are not referring to you and me, the public. “Market participants” is a eu- 
phemism for the powerful creditors who control governments. They have worked for many 
years to establish their legal certainty worldwide. 


What was the purpose of seemingly out-of-control financialization? The threat of financial 
collapse, and the promise of continued financial profits have been used to herd the nations. 


An imperative has been created that certain secured creditors must be given legally cer- 
tain claims to client assets, globally, without exception, with the further assurance of near 
instantaneous cross-border mobility of legal control of such collateral. The global push for 
conformance to the U.S. model for achieving such legal certainty and mobility began in ear- 
nest more than twenty years ago in the aftermath of the dot-com bust.

what they want to believe. This is the real danger of pseudo-events and 
pseudo-events are far more pernicious than stereotypes.

DNA Contamination in Pfizer Shots 
Could Transfer From Pregnant Mom to Fetus, Experts Suggest

According to a panel of experts, led by Steve Kirsch, regulators are ignoring proof that Pfizer 
intentionally concealed the presence of contaminants in its COVID-19 vaccines. Those contam- 
inants could threaten unborn babies whose mothers receive the vaccine, the experts said in a 
recent video. 


More evidence that Pfizer deliberately concealed from regulators the presence of the simian 
virus 40 (SV40) gene promoter and other genetic sequences and contaminants in its COVID-19 
vaccine surfaced last week in a new video. 


The video followed recent confirmation by Health Canada that Pfizer failed to disclose the SV40 
sequence, violating transparency rules. 


Steve Kirsch, founder of the Vaccine Safety Research Foundation, hosted the video panel. Pan- 
elists included Kevin McKernan, the genomics scientist who first identified the contamination 
in the vaccines, Dr. Byram Bridle, a vaccinologist from the University of Guelph in Canada and 
Chris Martenson, Ph.D., an economic researcher and founder and CEO of Peak Prosperity. 


“If Health Canada wants to restore faith, they have to immediately recall this product,’ Bridle 
said. 


“Nobody's calling for the stoppage of these vaccines because the experts say, ‘There’s nothing 
to see here,” Kirsch said. 


Contamination overview 
McKernan’s testing — confirmed by “lots of other labs,” according to Bridle — revealed that 
COVID-19 mRNA vaccines from both Pfizer and Moderna contain bacterial plasmid DNA con- 
tamination. 
McKernan said the plasmid DNA likely originates from the manufacturing process, where DNA 
plasmids from E. coli bacteria are used to generate the spike protein mRNA. Though it was sup- 


posed to be fully removed, DNA sequencing of vaccine vial contents shows remnants persist. 


Both the plasmid DNA “backbone” and specific gene sequences have been detected, according 
to McKernan. The bacterial backbone itself could cause unintended immune reactions. For ex- 
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ample, lipopolysaccharide (LPS), a component of the outer membrane of gram-negative bac- 
teria like E. coli, is a known endotoxin, according to immunologist, biologist and biochemist 
Jessica Rose, Ph.D. LPS can, in sufficient quantities, cause septic shock. 


Other contaminants include dsRNA or double-stranded RNA, McKernan said. This is formed 
during bacterial transcription of the plasmid during manufacturing. The human immune sys- 


tem identifies dsRNA as a sign of viral infection, which can trigger inflammatory cytokine pro- 
duction. 


McKernan also found other foreign proteins, for example, those coding for antibiotic resis- 
tance or replication. In a CHD.TV conversation last week with Children’s Health Defense (CHD) 
President Mary Holland and Brian Hooker, Ph.D., CHD’s senior director of science and research, 
McKernan said Pfizer tried to get rid of the extra DNA by “chewing it up with an enzyme [De- 
oxyribonuclease or DNase],” but that it didn’t work, McKernan speculated, because of the 
N1-methylpseudouridine (often referred to as “pseudouridine”) used in mRNA vaccines. 


Pseudouridine is the artificial nucleotide base used to stabilize MRNA. Katalin Karik6, Ph.D., and 
Drew Weissman, M.D., Ph.D., made this discovery for which, along with their development of 
the lipid nanoparticle (LNP) encapsulation technology, the Nobel committee awarded them 
the Nobel Prize in Physiology or Medicine earlier this month. 


However, plasmid DNA also contains functional gene sequences like promoters that can drive 
genetic expression, according to Bridle. The SV40 promoter is known to induce primary brain 
and bone cancers, malignant mesothelioma and lymphomas in laboratory animals. This se- 
quence was never disclosed to regulators like Health Canada, Bridle said. 


The SV40 promoter also facilitates the nuclear entry of foreign DNA, heightening the chance of 
integration into the human genome, McKernan said. 


“SV4O is a well-published tool for gene therapy. If you want to get DNA into the nucleus, this 
is the shuttle that you use to get it done,” said McKernan in the World Council for Health panel 
earlier this month. 


During the same panel, toxicologist Dr. Janci Chunn Lindsay, executive editor of the Journal 
of Toxicology Current Research, called SV40 a “super promoter,” saying that SV40 is “great at 
driving gene expression and if that should sit above an oncogene, of course you could have an 
explosion of an amplification in a cancer gene.” 


“Health Canada ... has confirmed ... that it [SV40] is a bioactive genetic sequence.’ Bridle said, 
“which means that it can do things in the body. And they can’t definitively ... rule out the po- 


tential for harm?’ 


“The next thing they should be doing is investigating and finding out what the heck is going 
on,’ Kirsch said. 
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“Yeah, I’m not holding my breath that the government's going to run and do this,’ McKernan 
said. 


Vaccine DNA could reach the fetus 


McKernan suggested that the vaccine’s DNA contamination could be transferred from a preg- 
nant mother to her fetus. 


“| would bet it’s going into the child either through the lipid nanoparticle, or if it’s even naked 
in the blood, there’s probably some exchange there,’ he said. 


He pointed out that doctors no longer do amnios (amniocentesis, pulling blood samples direct- 
ly from the amniotic sac surrounding the fetus) — a potentially dangerous procedure — “be- 
cause they can sequence kids through the mother’s bloodstream.”“So there’s known commu- 
nication between mother and child here,’ McKernan said, “and | would bet on this these LNPs 
getting there.” 


All the panelists agreed this was a major concern 


“So if we had a CDC [Centers for Disease Control and Prevention] scientist on this call who 
would defend that, ‘Yes, it was the right thing to do to give this vaccine to pregnant women’ — 
what argument could they possibly use in light of what you just said?” Kirsch asked. 


McKernan pointed out the $400 million royalty payment Moderna made to the National In- 
stitutes of Health and other researchers from the sale of their mRNA vaccine means they are 
conflicted organizations. 
“They're getting directly funded by the companies they regulate,’ he said. “So none of those are 
going to come to the table and give us an honest answer. They’re going to come and Say, ‘Safe 
and effective’ and ‘The virus is really dangerous.” 
Bridle said, “They were looking at pregnant women and the CDC is very upset because their 
cutting-edge data right now show that uptake of other vaccines by pregnant women is plum- 
meting.’ 

Unknown long strand of RNA also present in vaccine 
McKernan raised another mysterious inclusion in the vaccines: a stretch of RNA over 1,200 ami- 
no acids long — approximately the same length as the spike protein sequence — automatical- 
ly detected by the SnapGene program. 


McKernan said: 


“[There] is a very long, unexpected open reading frame [ORF] ... an entire start codon to stop 
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codon of a gene that runs the opposite direction of the spike protein on Pfizer's vaccine. This 


would have been a major alarm bell if they [regulators] just loaded the vector into SnapGene 
and looked at this.” 
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McKernan noted other researchers have identified the same sequence — for example, Beau- 


doin et al. in their February 2022 Frontiers In Immunology paper, “Are There Hidden Genes in 
DNA/RNA Vaccines?” 


“That's another bioactive molecule that should have stuck out to any regulator who would put 
this into SnapGene and opened this,’ McKernan said. “They would say, ‘All right, there’s SV40, 


they didn’t tell us about that, there’s an F1 origin that makes single-stranded DNA, they didn’t 
tell us about that.” 


Martenson asked, “Would the bacteria have read that and created RNA?” 


McKernan responded that the 72-base-pair SV40 sequence is a bidirectional promoter and that 
it “will make an RNA that goes this long,” but, he said, “Will the ribosomes read it? Because we 
don’t know if there’s a Kozak consensus sequence anywhere in here.’ 
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The Kozak consensus sequence is a specific sequence of nucleotides that helps the ribosomes 
— the cellular machinery responsible for protein synthesis — identify the start codon of an 
RNA sequence and initiate the translation process to produce proteins. The ribosomal entry 
sites “are hard to bioinformatically predict,’ McKernan said, “But either way, even if you chop all 
this stuff up ... you're going to end up getting these little open reading frames that are likely to 
... get integrated and have a short peptide that’s non-human that could get displayed in cells.’ 


McKernan added, “This is a [red] flag. You don’t want to have the opposite strand be fully coding 
because it’s just it’s more noise in the system. So it creates risk?’ 


He pointed out that the Moderna vaccines don't have this sequence and that regulators should 
have asked Pfizer, “Are these necessary? What's the point?” 


“No one knows what the hell this is!” McKernan wrote in his Substack. “NCBI BLASTP [protein 
identification database] finds nothing. It’s not human and if expressed, [it] will be attacked by 
the immune system.’ 


However, a different protein database, UniProt, returned some possible candidates. “Many of 
the hits [from the ORF sequence] are to proteins found in Silk, Fibroin and collagen,’ McKernan 
wrote. Some of the article commenter’s speculated that the fibrous blood clots surgeons are 
pulling out of people's arteries may be a result of the mysterious ORF sequence. 


One commenter posted a link to a paper in Nature Communications about spidroin, a spider 
silk protein that can form amyloid-like fibril-based hydrogels, and to another paper in the jour- 
nal PLOS ONE discussing how spidroin creates fiber meshes that can be used to engineer car- 
diac tissue. 


Evidence of deliberate cover-up 


Perhaps most alarming are revelations suggesting Pfizer intentionally hid the presence of the 
SV40 promoter from regulators. This deception implicates Pfizer in actively covering up a signif- 
icant contamination issue with foreseeable risks. 


The smoking gun is from Pfizer documents provided to regulators detailing the plasmid DNA 
sequence used to manufacture its vaccine. Pfizer omitted any label or mention of the SV40 
region in the diagrams it submitted. Yet the raw DNA sequence data it submitted contained 
the SV40 promoter. The expert panel highlighted this selective annotation as clear evidence of 
intentional concealment, not an accidental oversight. 


Standard molecular biology software like SnapGene would have automatically labeled the 
SV40 promoter when analyzing the sequence, according to McKernan. Pfizer would have had 
to take deliberate action to scrub mention of it from all written and visual descriptions provided 
to regulators, he said. 


“They submitted the sequence as a data file, so they [regulators] have a computer file sitting 
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there with the sequence they could see,” Bridle said. 


McKernan said, “People don’t go into plasmids by hand anymore and annotate these things. 
They put them in tools like SnapGene ... [and], like the [SV40] sequence, it paints all of this stuff 
on there. So | would have to actively go and delete this stuff from SnapGene and then give it 
to the FDA [U.S. Food and Drug Administration].” In a Substack post, McKernan described how 
to download a free trial of SnapGene to run Pfizer’s sequence file, and where the SV40 genes 


should be indicated on the circular sequence map: 


Independent Illumina sequencing 
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“You'd have to actually go and delete the information to get rid of this stuff” McKernan said. 
“So there’s no way in my mind that they that they [would go] ‘Oops forgot about this!’ ... Any 
annotation program painted this and someone had to actively go and delete it.” 


Because regulators like Health Canada require disclosure of any functional genetic elements 
present in submissions, Pfizer was obligated to identify the SV40 promoter proactively yet 
chose to hide it instead. 


“Health Canada has also confirmed that that was not disclosed to them by Pfizer,’ Bridle said. 
“And finally they’ve confirmed that that is against their rules.” 


“They were afraid of this,’ McKernan said. “You don’t go about annotating a plasmid with all 
the detail of the antibiotic resistance gene, the T7 promoter, the spike protein, the cut site they 
used ... all of these details except the most material piece, which is the SV40 promoter that’s 
active in a million cells.’

It depicts the DEVIATION by month from the average number of deaths per 100,000 population 
during the time period 2015 - 2019 in Sweden for the years 2020 and 2021. 


The first thing that struck me about this graph was that, in both 2020 and 2021, only about 
one fourth of the months had deaths per 100,000 higher than the average of 2015 to 2019. 
In a PANDEMIC? You've got to be kidding! Then | looked at the worst month, April of 2020. The 
graph shows that SWEDEN, in that month, only experienced 26 excess deaths per one hundred 
thousand people. 

26/100,000 = .00026 = .026 % 


In other words, at the worst time of the pandemic, the deaths per 100,000 people went up only 
2.6 hundredths of 1 %. 


That’s what we stopped the world for. 
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Let’s gather some more amazing information, this time using the entire graph. Back to the first 
shocking fact. During the entire two years shown, in only six of the 24 months was the bar in 
positive territory while in 15 months there were actually fewer deaths than the average of 2015 
— 2019, and in three there were essentially the same. And remember, this was when the much 
more virulent Wuhan strain predominated. Carefully adding up the totals for the six bars above 
the line and subtracting the 15 bars below the line gives us 40 deaths total. Remember, we're 
counting per 100,000 population. Still, there are 24 months. 40/24 = 1.67. In a country that 
eschewed lockdowns, masks, social distancing and school closures, an additional 1.67 out of 
100,000 people died per month; an unnoticeable increase 


That’s .0000167 or .00167%. This is for Sweden, remember, the “control group” for the world. It 
means, per month, for the two worst years of the pandemic (2020 and 2021) and fighting the 
most virulent variant, the original Wuhan strain, only 1/6th of 1% of 1% died in excess of the av- 
erage from 2015 — 2019 (before the pandemic existed). For Sweden, the country that eschewed 
lockdowns, mask mandates, and school closures, where women walked arm-in-arm down the 
street past bars full of screaming fans, beers in hand, to enjoy a dinner and a movie together in 
a crowded theater- | saw videos of all this on CNN- the pandemic would have come and gone 
without anyone noticing. This would have happened in any other country too, had their gov- 
ernments not locked down as China recommended and in the case of the United States, bribed 
hospitals to test everyone who came through the door and assign their admission to COVID-19 
based on a completely faulty test, regardless of symptoms. 


That’s right. Only 1/6th of 1% of 1% per 100,000 more in a given month than died before the 
pandemic started! And it would have been a lot less if Sweden had not had such a mild flu 
season the previous winter, leaving many more than the average number of the very elderly 
and vulnerable to face COVID-19 when it did finally come. Again, this is what Birx, Fauci and 
others shut down the entire world for AND for which they destroyed lives and forced a toxic 
vaccine into the arms of people (including children) who didn’t understand this stuff and re- 
lied on them for guidance, with people like Peter Hotez saying the way Trump was managing 
the pandemic was a threat to our Homeland security. Really, Dr. Hotez? .0000167 per 100,000 
people per month? The people who did this should be put in prison for life and everyone who 
profited from this crime should be forced to return the money a la the Bernie Madoff scandal 
beneficiaries. 


| hate to add insult to injury for those who think this was a “once-in-a-century disaster” such as 
Bill Gates and many others including CNN and MSNBC Hosts, but all of this includes “with” as 
well as “from” COVID. In other words, a lot of those 1/6th of 1% of 1% people died of something 
other than COVID-19 but were recorded that way because they had a positive PCR test which, 
very likely, was a false positive. (Much more on this below). 


How Many Actually Died FROM (not merely “with”) COVID in the United States? 
Sweden's population is 10.35 million which equals 103.5 x 100,000. So there are 103.5 “units of 


100,000” there. The number of such units in the official U.S. population is 3,300. Taking Swe- 
den’s number of 40 deaths/100,000 over the two years x 3,300 gives a total death count “with”

and “from” COVID of 132,000 for the U.S. during 2020 and 2021, the same time that 840,000 
deaths were assigned to COVID in the U.S. There are a few reasons why our death count should 
be higher than Sweden's. We are fatter and sicker in the U.S. That might account for 20 or 30 
percent more in the U.S. but the U.S. total is about 6.5 times that of Sweden. What is going on? 
Why is there such a huge discrepancy? The lion’s share of the difference is because we exagger- 
ated our deaths in the U.S. Our government gave perverse monetary incentives to call a death a 
“COVID death” when a 40 cycle PCR was positive as Dr. Ezike pointed out so bravely, “Even when 
there was a clear alternative cause of death, if they tested positive for COVID, it was recorded as 
a COVID death”. 


Take a look at this histogram: It shows guidelines for assigning the cause of death were changed 
on March 24, 2020 from what was used the previous 17 years such that by August 28, we had 
assigned 16.7 times as many deaths to COVID-19 than we would have if the guidelines hadn't 
been changed. The number of people who died with and from COVID did not change- only the 
number of deaths assigned to COVID changed (because of the Guidelines change).

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Back to the issue at hand- the number of deaths caused by SARS-2. 


Sweden had a disproportionate number of deaths in their nursing homes, largely because they 
had a very mild flu season the year before and there were many vulnerable people still alive who 
would have normally succumbed a year earlier. Those patients were very old and fragile and had 
several co-morbidities. It is very hard to tell if a patient like this is dying of COVID or one of their 
co-morbidities. Sweden probably exaggerated their deaths also but to not nearly the same ex- 
tent as the U.S. But either way, the large number of vulnerable after the weak flu season the year 
before caused Sweden's death toll to be inflated which using the logic above means the death 
toll in the US is overestimated in this calculation by a factor of 3300/103.5 = 32. 


So how many people actually died in the United States during the three years 2020, 2021, and 
2022? We calculated that 132,000 died in 2020 and 2021 with the Lion's share occurring in 2020. 
We also know the claimed to actual ratio for these two years equals 132,000/840,000 = .157. 


Taking this inflated ratio and multiplying it by the 2022 consensus number of deaths (among 
the people inflating the numbers the entire time), we get .157 x 250,000 = 39,000 actual deaths 
in 2022 as the inflated result. We will use it to overestimate as opposed to underestimate the 
number. This makes the total deaths during the three years of COVID-19 equal 132,000 + 39,000 
= 171,000 “with” and “from” Covid. 


This number must be adjusted down for several important reasons. First five governors sent 
contagious patients being treated in the hospital back to nursing homes where vulnerable pa- 
tients lay in wait. In New York along, this was estimated to have caused more than 25,000. In- 
cluding the four other states, a conservative number would double this to 50,000. In addition, 
there were significantly-many iatrogenic deaths caused by inappropriate use of ventilators, the 
use of Remdesivir, and dehydration/neglect. Estimating all of these at 30,000 throughout the 
entire country is very conservative. (For those of you who think this occurred in the northeast 
only, think again. A busy ICU colleague of mine tells me that, in California, ventilators and Rem- 
desivir were routinely used early on and continued to be used when patients pulled out the 
nasal cannulae delivering high flow O2; the correct treatment for low oxygen saturation caused 
by an endotheliitis.) 


So the total number of deaths in the US during 2020, 2021, and 2022 was 171,000 — 80,000 
= 91,000 or roughly three average flu seasons of 30,000 deaths per year and remember, this 
is “with” and “from” Covid. If you take away one third as being “with” Covid, that leaves 60,000 
over the three years dying “from” Covid. This is about equal to three mild flu seasons averaging 
20,000 deaths per year. 


So we can take 60,000 as the upper limit of patients dying FROM Covid (not merely “with’). 
There is one more caveat one must consider because it is absolutely relevant to this discussion. 
It is my opinion that the majority of people who died FROM Covid actually died of bacterial 
pneumonia just as in the 1918 Spanish flu_article pointing this out, authored by none other 
than Dr. Anthony Fauci. 
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It makes sense. Back then, we didn’t have the antibiotics necessary to treat bacterial pneumo- 
nia so those unlucky enough to get bacterial super-infections, died. We certainly have antibiot- 
ics now so what happened in 2020, 2021, and 2022? It is common knowledge that ER doctors 
told patients, who came in early in their course, to “go home and don’t come back until you 
have trouble breathing. There’s nothing we can do for you now.’ This was because those doc- 
tors were prohibited from giving out prescriptions for ivermectin and hydroxychloroquine and 
didn't think to treat patients with antibiotics because at that point, they hadn't gotten bacterial 
super-infections yet. That happened during the 3 weeks they were home suffering with the 
viral infection and endotheliitis. If the ER doctors had known their history and put two and two 
together, they would have treated for a bacterial super-infection prophylactically |.e. pre-treat- 
ed then for bacterial pneumonia but few, if any, did. 


So many of the 60,000 who died FROM Covid actually died of bacterial pneumonia. We just 
don’t know exactly how many; up to 60,000 minus other causes secondary to spike protein 
pathology such as strokes, heart attacks, etc. 


Covid would have come and gone without anyone noticing if the government hadn't gotten 
involved with the idiotic policies some of which were put in place by people who knew better. 
In addition to this, there were recommendations made which made absolutely no sense and 
resulted in the deaths of some patients.
